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Late Market News 


Potash Discounts To Be Changed 


Details of the new price schedule for 
potash salts were not ready for issuance 
at the close of last week but it was 
learned in certain directions that the list 
prices are expected to be the same as 
last vear although the discounts for sum- 
mer shipment will likely be higher. Where 
discounts were 9 percent last year they 
will likely be 11 percent and the 8 
percent discount last year will likely be 
10 percent. It was thought that other 
discounts would not be changed and would 
range from 7 percent for July shipment 
to 2 percent for December shipment. 


March Oil Output Higher 

Production of crude oil during March 
was 69,397,000 barrels, a daily average 
of 2,234,000 barrels, compared with 60,- 
645,000 barrels or a daily average of 2,- 
166,000 barrels during February, accord- 
ing to the Bureau of Mines report made 
public at the close of last week. Gasoline 
production was 35,246,000 barrels, com- 
pared with 31,328,000 barrels in February. 
Gasoline consumption was 31,037,000 bar- 
rels against 26,133,000 barrels in Febru- 
ary and stocks at the end of March were 
48,225,000 barrels, compared with 45,355,- 
000 in February. 


Corn Oil Easier 

Crude corn oil was easier at the week 
end owing to a lack of demand and 
weakness in competing product; offerings 
were noted at 6c. per pound at works in 
tanks and reports were current to the 
effect that business had been closed at 
below that figure. Coconut oil lacked 
further quotable change but the market 
was easy. Tallow offerings were light 
and the market remained steady. The 
general list of animal, vegetable and fish 
oils, fats and greases was quiet. 


Tin Derivatives Reduced 


With the decline in the quotation for 
Straits tin to 23c. per pound, leading 
sellers reduced the prices for tin crystals 
and anhydrous tetrachloride 1c. per 
pound. New schedule follows :—Crystals, 
24c. to 26c. per pound, according to quan- 
tity ; tetrachloride, anhydrous, 17%4c. per 
pound. Sodium stannate was also re- 
duced ic. per pound to 20c. to 23c. per 
pound, according to quantity. 


Antimony Metal Lower 


Demand for antimony metal was ex- 
ceptionally slow at the close of the week, 
and sellers were quoting fractionally lower 
at 6%c. per pound.

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Pharmacy Is Overlooked 

There is no representative of the pharma- 
ceutical manufacturing industry, of the pro- 
fession of pharmacy, or of pharmacal re- 
search on the newly created Conference 
Board of the National Institute of Health. 
Perhaps it would be more remarkable if 
there were. The major portion of the pub- 
licity which is given, and has for sometime 
been given, to the activities of those who 
manufacture and those who distribute drug 
products, is not of a kind to engender among 
public-spirited persons not otherwise in- 
formed a belief that the drug trade contrib- 
utes to hygienic knowledge or therapeutic 
progress. 

The National Institute of Health, it will 
be recalled, is a research organization, cre- 
ated by Congress, whose purpose is to 
supersede the Hygienic Laboratory of the 
United States Public Health Service and to 
extend the functions of the latter with the 
assistance of public appropriations and pri- 
vate contributions. The principal objects of 
‘the newly created conference board (an un- 
official, voluntary organization) is to dis- 
seminate information regarding the findings 
of the institute in its medical research. The 
board is composed of a patron of chemistry, 
who has long been active in promoting the 
service of chemistry to medicine; a chemist, 
who, although not specially trained in phar- 
macal, medical, or physiological chemistry, 
has also been an active advocate of the pro- 
motion of the chemical aspects of medicine; 
three physicians who are foremost figures in 
medical research: a former United States 
Senator; and one lay philanthropist. There 
should be a place in a group that is to func- 
tion as will the health conference board for 
an eminent pharmacal chemist, a pharma- 
cologist of recognized ability and broad- 
mindedness, and an outstanding representa- 
tive of the practicing profession of phar- 
macy. The fact that none of these is a mem- 
ber of the board is a significant indication of 
the failure of pharmaceutical manufacturing 
and pharmacy to participate as they could 
and should in public affairs. 


Because of intolerance, misunderstanding, 
and a policy of laissez-faire, the pharmacal 
group has come to play but a minor role in 
national life. Its position is almost wuni- 
versally a defensive one. And, at that, its 
defense seldom, if ever, is made known to 
the public; certainly it is never so widely 
and effectively presented as are the critic- 
isms of its shortcomings and the condemna- 
tions of the faults of certain of its members, 
in which public officials, professional re- 
formers, partisan promoters, and aggrieved 
individuals so constantly indulge. Most, 
but not all, of this adverse criticism is un- 
warranted. But, the public, and particularly 
the leaders of public opinion, ignorant of 
the facts and conscious of no repudiations 
or other defense on the part of the drug 
trade, cannot be blamed for believing all 
that is said against the calling and condemn- 
ing the pharmacal group as a whole for the 
widely heralded sins of omission and sins 
of commission, of which but a few members 
are guilty. 


Such a condition of mind among public 
leaders and politicians as is indicated by the 
failure to recognize the drug trade in the 
creation of the Conference Board of the Na- 
tional Institute of Health, if it is allowed to 
exist, will result in the loss to the pharmacal 
calling of such little authority as remains 
to it in respect of its own affairs. Pharmacy 
(applying the term generally) still retains 
the right (in part shared with medicine) to 
determine the standards for materials that 
are to be used as medicines. Its decisions 
in these matters seem, however, to be re- 
viewable by the Federal authorities entrust- 
ed with the duty of enforcing these stand- 
ards under the law. It is not difficult to 
see in the creation of the National Institute 
of Health a step toward the abrogation of 
pharmacy’s right to the self-determination 
of its materials standards. ‘The supersedure 
of the committes of revision of the United 
States Pharmacopeia and the National 
Formulary by the National Institute of 
Health, not only is within the realm of pos- 
sibility, but is indicated to be not improb- 
able. Organized medicine, probably, would 
be an advocate of such a stey) What would, 
what could, disorganized pharmacy do in 
the matter? 





The Zinc and Lead Markets 


It is not without good reason that produc- 
ers and smelters of zinc ores have agreed to 
give more support to the sales-promotion 
program of the American Zinc Institute: 
the price of the metal is now lower than it 
has been at any other time since 1896. The 
present figure (3.35 cents per pound at East 
St. Louis) represents a reduction of 19 per- 
cent since the first of this year. It is 30 per- 
cent lower than the price prevailing a year 
ago and 32 percent below the corresponding 
quotation in 1914. In spite of the low price, 
there is no sign of responsive interest on 
the part of consumers. Price is not an in- 
centive to buying. Sales promotion work 
is imperatively necessary. 

The stagnation in the zinc market does 
not appear to be confined to the buying side 
alone. Producers are not anxious to do 
business at present prices; hence they are 
not making any particular effort to sell. 
They are curtailing production a little and 
nursing stocks on hand with the hope that 
the needs of consumers will shortly result 
in a more active inquiry and, perhaps, af- 
ford an opportunity to get a better price. 
So it is that they have enlisted in the cam- 
paign to stimulate consuming interest, 
which is largely devoted to promoting the 
use of zine in galvanizing and other proc- 
esses of forming protective coatings on 
other metals. 


At its present low price, zinc, as such, 
should be attractive to users of metallic 
sheets and other articles where it is neces- 
sary to guard against corrosion. As an off; 
set to the possible fear that the creation of 
a substantial demand in this direction 
would not be wise because a price that 
would appeal to the buyer would not afford 
a satisfactory profit for the seller, the re- 
eently announced discovery of a low-cost 


method of reducing zine is deserving of at- 
tention. If this process, developed by the 
United States Bureau of Mines and based 
on the use of natural gas as the reducing 
agent, should work out in commercial prac- 
tice in accordance with the bureau’s experi- 
mental operations, zinc would be placed in 
a new position in the field of nonferrous 
metals. Proof of the claims made for this 
new reduction process should be sought 
without delay; for as long as the uncer- 
tainty created by the publication of the bu- 
reau’s findings hangs over the zinc market, 
the industry cannot hope to make any 
marked recovery from its present unsatis- 
factory state. 

Lead is also very cheap at the present 
time. The price has been reduced more 
than that of zinc since the first of this year, 
the East St. Louis quotation of 3.8 cents 
per pound being 23 percent lower than that 
at the beginning of the year. It compares 
a little better than the price of zinc with 
the corresponding 1930 figure, representing 
a reduction of 29 percent. The present price 
is about the same as that quoted at this sea- 
son in 1914; but the price was lower a little 
earlier in that year and has been lower since 
the World War. 

World production of lead has been cur- 
tailed by agreement among the leading pro- 
ducers in countries other than the United 
States. Stocks had more than doubled dur- 
ing the year preceding this recently reached 
agreement, and demand had been steadily 
diminishing. For a time, the agreement had 
a slightly stimulating effect on the market 
in London, but this was largely offset by 
reports that a new Australian plant would 
be in operation by midsummer. Although 
shipments from that country have been 
small recently, it is known that a large sur- 
plus of lead is held there awaiting shipping 
accommodations. 

The continued slump in building construc- 
tion has, of course, had a depressing effect 
on demand for lead and zinc, both as metals 
and as the bases of paint pigments. In the 
latter role, these metals have been adversely 
affected also by the development of pig- 
ments derived from other sources. Manu- 
facturers of zinc and lead pigments are, 
therefore, faced with the necessity of re- 
doubling their sales-promotion efforts if, as 
sometimes seems not to be the case, they 
desire to maintain the position of these 
products in the paint field. It is obvious 
that producers of zinc and lead must employ 
some means other than low prices to sell 
their metals in whatsoever field. The busi- 
ness being done in either zinc or lead is not, 
to say the least, any better now than it was 
when prices were a cent a pound higher. 





Aid for the Virgin Islands 


With a purpose of lifting the people of the 
Virgin Islands out of a condition which 
caused President Hoover to refer to that in- 
sular possession of the United States as an 
“efficient poorhouse” and of preventing the 
probability that the inhabitants may fail 
even to be meagerly self-supporting, the 
Department of Agriculture has been inves- 
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tigating the possibilities of producing spe- 
cial plant crops in the islands. An official of 
the Bureau of Chemistry and Soils recently 
completed a survey of these possibilities in 
respect of oil of bay and insecticidal plants

Production of carbon 
United States in 1930 totaled 
000 pounds, an increase of 13,500,000 
pounds, or 3.7 percent over 1929. Total 
sales to domestic and foreign buyers 
in 1930 were 251,539,000 pounds, being 
a decline of 32,267,000 pounds, or 11 
percent from 1929, the decline being in 
about the same ratio as to domestic 
and export sales. Stocks on hand on 
December 31, 1930, totaled 259,245,000 
pounds, or nearly double the total on 
hand January 1, 1930, and more than 
equal to the total sales for 1930. 


The ,increased production of 1930 
coming after a gain of 47 percent in 
the 1929 production, resulted in the 
heavy overproduction, and this was re- 
flected in prices which consistently fell 
off during 1930, the average value of 
carbon black per pound being 3.91 cents 
for 1930 as reported by the producers 
to the United States Bureau of Mines. 
This price represented the lowest price 
recorded by the bureau since the com- 
pilation of statistics of the industry 
was begun in 1919. 

It was estimated that a total of 266,- 
471,000,000 cubic feet of natural gas 
was burned in 1930 for the production 
of carbon black, or a slight increase 
over the total gas consumption in 1929. 
An average of 1.43 pounds of carbon 
black was recovered per thousand cubic 
feet of gas burned, this being the high- 


est recovery recorded since the first 
statistics were compiled in 1919. The 
average yield has increased in most 


years, with the exception of 1929, when 
a number of new plants began opera- 
tions in Texas. The introduction of 
the retort process in manufacturing 
carbon black in recent years has been 
a factor in the increase, as much as 10 
pounds per thousand cubic feet of gas 
having been obtained by this process. 
There was a marked decline, however, 
in 1930, of production by processes 
other than that channel process, and 
in the opinion of the Bureau of Mines 
officials it was probable that the in- 
creased production was obtained irre- 
spective of the development of retort 
processes. 


Texas Leads Production 


Of the total 1930 production Texas 
produced 271,749,000 pounds, or 72 per- 
cent, being a further gain for that 
state, the center of its production be- 
ing the Panhandle area, which yielded 
more than 94 percent of the state’s 
total output. Louisiana, on the con- 
trary, reflected a corresponding loss, 
the chief reason for this state’s decline 
in production being the competition 
being offered for gas by long-distance 
natural gas lines from the Monroe- 
Richland fields to cities such as New 
Orleans, St. Louis and Atlanta. With 
earbon black selling in some cases at 
3 cents per pound and the yield less 
than 1% pounds per 1,000 cubic feet 
of gas, it was not possible to make a 
profit unless the gas could be bought 
under 2 cents per thousand. This low 
gas price was only available in a few 
localities, like the Panhandle, where 
the supply greatly exceeded industrial 
and domestic demand. 

Exclusive of Texas and Louisiana, 
th® other carbon black producing states 
included Montana, Oklahoma, Utah, 
West Virginia, and Wyoming, the out- 
put in those states increasing in 1930 
but being still a negligible factor in 
the industry. 

Of the total sales in 1930, 128,572,000 
pounds, or 77 percent, was taken by 
rubber manufacturers, while 19,220,000 
pounds, or 11 percent, went to ink 
manufacturers, 11,922,000 pounds, or 7 
percent, went to paint manufacturers, 
and the remaining 5 percent, or 7,565,- 
000 pounds, went to miscellaneous con- 
sumers. The figures were regarded as 


indicating an increase in the relative 
importance in the use of carbon black 
by the rubber industry at the expense

Exports Declined 


Carbon black exports declined in 
1930 to 84,260,000 pounds from a total 
of 91,829,000 pounds in 1929. The 1930 
exports were valued at $5,789,458, rep- 
resenting an average value of 6.87 cents 
per pound, which while a considerable 
decline from the 1929 average export 
price, was substantially higher _ than 
the 1930 domestic price. The United 
Kingdom was the leading foreign buyer 
in 1930, with France and Germany first 
and second, respectively.

Litigation Is Dismissed

Gasoline Corporation under a royalty 
agreement, The royalty ownership of 
the process later passed to the General 
Research Corporation. It was under- 
stood among private interests that the 
process in question was never used 
commercially.

Obituaries 
James A. Burgett 


James A. Burgett, owner and founder 
of the Burgett Varnish Company, Nor- 
wood, Ohio, died in a Cincinnati hospi- 
tal April 26.

Mr. Burgett had been a varnish man- 
ufacturer for more than half a cen- 
tury and was widely known. He was 
an honorary member of the Cuvier 
Press Club and one of the oldest mem- 
bers of the Knockers’ Table at the 
Cincinnati Club. He was a member 
of the Cincinnati Paint, Oil and Var- 
nish Club, Cincinnati lodge of Masons, 
the Scottish Rite and of the Shrine. 

A son, Herman A. Burgett, associ- 
ated in the varnish company with his 
father, survives. Mrs. Burgett died 
about four years ago. 


Thomas T. Gray 


Thomas Tarvin Gray, president of 
the Gray Laboratories, Inc., Newark, 
N. J., and internationally known as 
a petroleum technologist and inventor 
of petroleum refining processes, died 
April 28 of pneumonia at his home 
in Elizabeth, N. J. He was born in 
Franklin, Pa., a son of Phylander R. 
and Josephine MacDowell Gray, and 
was fifty years old. 

Following his graduation from Co- 
lumbia University, this city, where he 
specialized in chemistry, Mr. Gray be- 
came identified with the petroleum in- 
dustry, serving as chief chemist for 
the Tide Water Oil Corporation from 
1903 to 1915. In the latter year he 
engaged in private activities as a pe- 
troleum technologist and became a 
consultant for the Sinclair Refining 
Company; the Swan Finch Oil Corpor- 
ation, then known as Swann & Finch; 
and the United States Bureau of Mines. 
In 1918 he organized the Gray Labora- 
tories, which owned and managed the 
numerous patents and processes per- 
fected by him. 

Mr. Gray was a pioneer in the ap- 
plication of catalytic processes to the 
refining of petroleum and its products. 
His work in this field was recognized 
by an award of the medal of the 
Franklin Institute, Philadelphia, one of 
only six medals currently awarded for 
this field of endeavor. He served on 
committees of various national chem- 
ical societies and for two years held 
the editorship of Chemical Abstracts, 
being in charge of the department on 
petroleum, .asphalt and wood products. 
He was at one time a member of the 
American Chemical Society’s com- 
mittee on petroleum and its products 
and held membership in the eighth in- 
ternational Congress of Applied Chem- 
istry, the American Society for Testing 
Materials, American Institute of Chem- 
ical Engineers and the British In- 
stitute of Petroleum Technologists. 
He was the inventor and owner of 
about forty patents here and abroad 
pertaining to the treatment of oils, 
soaps and waxes. He held member- 
ships in the Town and Country and 
the Suburban Clubs of Elizabeth. His 
survivors are his wife, Mrs. Hila

Edmund S. Nash 


Edmund Strudwick Nash, former 
president of the Rosin and Turpentine 
Export Company, subsidiary of the 
American International Corporation, 
died April 27 of heart disease at his 
home in this city.

Mr. Nash was 
born in Hillsboro, N. C., and was a 
descendant of Abner Nash, second 
governor of North Carolina, while 
his grandfather, Frederick Nash, was 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
of that state.

George Ramsey 


George Ramsey, pioneer in the chain 
drugstore business in this city and a 
founder and chairman of the Midwood 
Trust Company, Brooklyn, died April 
26 of general debility at his home in 
Brooklyn. He was eighty-one years 
old and a native of Ireland. 

After a brief period of school teach- 
ing in his native land, Mr. Ramsey 
went from there to Canada when 21 
years old and obtained a position in a 
drug store in Toronto. While thus en- 
gaged he studied pharmacy and was 
graduated from the Toronto College of 
Pharmacy. About fifty years ago he 
came to this city and obtained em- 
ployment with the original Hegeman 
drugstore, gradually becoming a promi- 
nent figure in the drug business so 
that he was vice president of the 
Hegeman Drug Company at the time 
of its amalgamation in August, 1910, 
with the Riker stores to form Riker- 
Hegeman & Co. He became first vice 
president and general manager of the 
new combination, control of which was 
secured in 1913 by the Whelan-United 
Cigar Stores interest and thence was 
merged with the James K. Liggett 
Company as a subsidiary of the United 
Drug Company in 1916. Mr. Ramsey re- 
tired from the drug business about 12 
years ago and in 1920 he joined a group 
of Flatbush residents and merchants to 
found the Midwood Trust Company. 

Mr. Ramsey was a member of the 
Bankers Club and several other organ- 
izations. He leaves two sons, Henry 
and George R. Ramsey. Funeral serv- 
ices were held April 29 in the Fair- 
child Funeral Chapel, Brooklyn, and 
interment was made in Greenwood 
Cemetery.

Drug Law Criminal 
Actions Increasing 


Officials Prosecuting Shippers 
Who Refuse to Make 
Goods Conform 


WASHINGTON, Apr. 30, 1931. 
An increasing trend toward the use 
of criminal presecutions in addition to 
seizures of goods in the enforcement 
of the food and drugs act is noted in 
the monthly summary of work of the 


Food and Drug Administration of the 
Department of Agriculture. 
Last month the administration. sent 


to the solicitor of the department irec- 
ommendations for prosecution of ship- 
pers of 103 consignments of foods and 
drugs. Mamy of these doubtless are 
duplications where a single shipper had 
several consignments seized. 

Officials of the administration stated 
that this does not represent any change 
in policy, but admitted that they are 
tightening up on the enforeement of 
the act by means of more frequent 
court actions under section 2, which is 
directed against shippers. Last Sum- 
mer during the inquiry into the fumc- 
tioning of the administration made by 


the senate committee on agriculture, 
the officials explained that it was their 
primary duty to remove illegal foods 
and drugs from trade channels, and 
that with the limited funds available 
they could do this more efficiently by 
libel actions against the goods than by 


actions against the shippers, 
extreme cases.

More Funds Available 


A substantial increase in funds for 
the administration is provided in the 
appropriation bill for the coming fiscal 
year and the enforcement officers 
stated today that this would permit 
larger number of criminal actions. 
They declared that in the future the 
percentage of criminal actions to libel 
actions probably would be somewhat 
larger than in the past. 

Criminal prosecutions will be started, 
they declared, only in cases where the 
shipper refuses to make any move to 
bring his goods into conformity with 
the act, or in extreme cases of know- 
inely selling ‘isonous foods. In the 
latter class come two recent convic- 
tions fer shipping adulterated canned 
salmon: in the former class come 
ciniefly those manufacturers who have 
permitted their gcods to be seized and 
have not contested the action in the 
courts nor taken any steps to change 
their products or labels following such 
econfiseation. 


Procedure Plans Discussed 


Detailed plans of procedure for the 
coming fiscal vear are being discussed 
this week at the annual conference of 
field officials of the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration. Allocation of increased 
funds in next year’s budget, securing 
and training new personnel, and major 
problems of regulatory work are being 
outlined in connection with the en- 
forcement of the food and drugs, caus- 
tic poisons, insecticide, naval stores, 
and other acts enforced by the admin- 
istration. Individual cases pending in 
the administration are not discussed 
except in unusual instances, most of 
the work dealing with the routine of 
handling cases and office procedure. 


Out-of-town officials present include 
W. R. M. Wharton, chief, C. A. Herr- 
mann, chemist, and M. Wolfson, chief 
clerk, of the Eastern district with head- 
quarters in New York; J. O. Clarke, 
chief, H. H. Walters, assistant to chief, 
and D. B. Bisbee, associate chemist, of 
the Central district, Chicago; W. W. 
Vincent, chief, and J. L. Harvey, senior 
inspector, San Francisco, who, with 
H. C. Moore, chief inspector, Seattle, 
represent the Western district.

Campbell, director of regulatory work 
of the Department of Agriculture, and 
Dr. P. B. Dunbar, assistant chief of the 
Food and Drug Administration, are 
officiating at the sessions, and a score 
of the Washington staff officials are in 
attendance. 





Petroleum Cracking Plant 
Is Completed in Alberta 


The Northwest Stellarene Company 
has completed at Coutts, Alberta, the 
first vapor-phase petroleum cracking 
refinery ever operated in the Province. 
The plant represents a remodling and 
extension of the old Beaver refinery, 
and is to be in operation in May. The 
Leamon process of vapor-phase crack- 
ing which will be used was perfected 
after four years of experimentation in 
the older plant at Coutts. 

The company is planning first to in- 
troduce the product commercially in 
Alberta, with an extensive advertising 
program. Sales offices will be located 
in Lethbridge, ‘algary, and other 
strategic points, with headquarters in 
Coutts, Alta., and Shelby, Mont.

With a general topic of “business 
leadership and the public” as the focal 
point of the convention, the nineteenth 


annual meeting of the Chamber of 


Commerce of the United States at At- 
-lantic “City April 28 to May 1, in- 
clusive, presented a program of ad- 


dresses and discussions embracing the 
problems and the possibilities in every 
phase of business endeavor. National 
leaders in industry, finance, agriculture, 
civic development and government ad- 
dressed the several sessions and round 
table conferences followed with a view 
to finding solutions for such economic 
and social ills as were pointed out in 
the course of the addresses. 

While there were innumerable mat- 
ters brought out of specific importance 
to certain individua] industries or ac- 
tivities, there were several which were 
ef more general importance to national 
business viewpoint as a whole. These 
included the subjects of need for re- 
vision of the socalled antitrust laws, 
budgeting of industrial production, 
outlook for revival of business and 
methods for overcoming of current de- 
pression situation. 


William 3utterworth, president of 
the organization, who presided 
throughout the convention, delivered 


the keynote of the gathering in his dis- 
cussion of business leadership and the 
public, during. which he said that re- 
ports received from all parts of the 
country indicated there has been a 
general improvement in _ business. 
Other speakers bore out this view- 
point with Robert P. Lamont, Secre- 
tary of Commerce, as the outstanding 
speaker referring to the national busi- 
situation. 


Lamont Finds Hope 


Secretary Lamont, at the opening 
session April 28, stressed the un- 
employment situation brought about 
by the current business depression 
and stated he did not accept the view 
that the cycle of prosperity and de- 
pression is an economic malady for 
which it is useless to seek a remedy. 
He discussed the immediate responsi- 
bilities of industry as to unemploy- 
ment and asserted that technological 
unemployment, the displacement of 
men by improved machinery and more 
efficient methods, had not resulted in 
real unemployment but rather in the 
shifting of workers from agricultural 
to manufacturing to the newer serv- 
ice industries. This displacement of 
labor has been going on for 200 years, 
he stated, but it has been speeded up 
in the last decade. 


He stated his belief that the condi- 
tion will be solved when he added:— 


I am enough of an optimist to believe 
that industrial history will again repeat 
itseff, and that the next fifty years will 
witness further displacement of labor 
from the older pursuits, and the further 
development of many new products and 
new services which will afford employment 
to those displaced and supply the ever- 
expaading wants of our people. To be- 
lieve otherwise would be to accept the 
view that technical progress has reached 
an end and that business henceforth will 
be static and stationary. 

But these bright prospects for the long- 
term future cannot obscure the fact that 
we are deep into one of the most severe 
depressions of our business history and 
that labor and capital as well have suf- 
fered seriously from curtailed earnings 
and unemployment. If any one questions 
this statement, let him read the accounts 
of earuer panics and depressions. 

The voluntary assumption of re- 
sponsibility by industry in the depres- 
sion crisis, he stated, was one of the 
most important factors carrying the 
nation thus far without serious dis- 
tress or disturbance and it held out 
the best hope for the future. He 
praised the trade association move- 
ment as a step in the direction of cre- 


ness 


ating greater business stability. 
Budgeting Production 
Needless expansion of production 


during periods of prosperity was at- 
tacked at the Thursday session, April 
29, by several speakers, who urged that 
business and industry by proper plan- 
ning and organization may avoid fu- 
ture depression. As an outcome of 
the addresses and discussion along this 
line, a national plan whereby indus- 
try may budget production in every 
line of manufacture in advance, and 
control the rate of industrial expan- 
sion and the release of new inven- 
tions, was presented to the convention 


as a substitute for present methods, 
which were termed “the law of the 
jungle.” 


The plan envisaged the national or- 
ganization of trade units, which would 
be made quasi-govermental, an estl- 
mating of total consumption and bud- 
geting of production in consonance 
with demand and the setting aside of 


reserves to guarantee an income to 
labor in the same manner as surplus 
accounts are now built up to guar- 
antee returns of capital. renerally, 
the plan involved forecasting demand, 
planning production and controiling 
sales. 

The proposals were presented by L. 
Cc. Reynolds, controller and assistant 
to the president of the American Writ- 
ing Paper Company, Holyoke, Mass. 
Mr. Reynolds pointed out that technical 
improvements are released to industry 
without any supervision, together with 
changes in style and substitution of 
new materials, all of which enormously 
increase the nation’s productive capac- 
ity. Therefore, there must be control 
of the rate of industrial expansion. 
Some form of national budgetary con- 
trol by industry itself, through trade 
units or associations, he said, would 
be the proper method. For this pur- 
pose it would be necessary for indus- 
try to have legal authority to issue 
permits for expansions. Such machin- 
ery would stabilize employment and 
the whole business structure. 

Mr. Reynolds explained that he did 


not mean governmental interference 
in business when he used the term 
national, however, he felt, that if in- 


dustry did not tackle the problem it- 
self, the government should under- 
take the task of estimating total na- 
tional consumption, converting the fig- 
ure into man days, dividing it by the 
total number of workers in the coun- 
try and then further dividing this by 
fifty weeks to estimate the number of 


days a week which each industry 
would, operate. 

Other speakers agreed that if in* 
dustry would make wages the first 


charge and arranged to keep employes 
on the payroll, industry would have a 
strong incentive to refrain from need- 
less expansion and so to arrange pro- 
duction that there would be a greater 
possibility than now exists of manu- 
facturing only approximately as much 
of any product as might be sold.

Public Health Service 
To Be Aided by Board 


WASHINGTON, Apr. 28, 1931. 

The creation of the Conference 
Board of the National Institute of 
Health, an unofficial, voluntary body 
to assist the Public Health Service, 
has been announced by Joseph E. 
Ransdell, former senator from Louisi- 
ana, 

Senator Ransdell was the author of 
the legislation creating the National 
Institute of Health, a research organ- 
ization superseding the Hygienic Lab- 
oratory of the United States Public 
Health Service, and he will serve as 
executive director of the conference 
board, with permanent offices in 
Washington. 

The board includes two men prom- 
inent in the chemical industry, Fran- 
cis P. Garvan, president of the Chem- 
ical Foundation, and Dr. C. H. Herty, 
consulting chemist. Other members 
are Dr. W. H. Welch, internationally 
known for his researches at Johns 
Hopkins University and considered 
the dean of American medicine; Dr. 
H. H. Young, jaltimore, and Dr. 
Frank Billings, Chicago, prominent 
physicians and research workers; Dr. 
J. C. Merriam, head of the Carnegie 
Institute, Washington: and F, A. 
Delano, Washington philanthropist and 
civic worker.

Tariff Board Prepares 
To Gather Value Data 


Difficulties Are Encountered in 


Functioning Under 
Section 340 


WASHINGTON, Apr. 30, 1931. 

Great difficulty is being encountered 
by the United States Tariff Commis- 
sion in the duty imposed on it by sec- 
tion 340 of the tariff act of 1930 in 
obtaining the domestic value of all 
goods, imported during a two-year pe- 
riod, bearing an ad valorem duty and 
computing rates on these values which 
would yield revenues identical with 
those actually collected. 

This work, which must be compieted 
by July 1, 1932, now appears to be the 
major task of the commission. A cir- 
cular has just been issued for the cuid- 
ance of its employees and importers 
who must furnish the data, outlining 
the principal problems in this investi- 
gation and the tentative methods 
which will be employed. The commis- 
sion has found it necessary to shorten 
the work by selecting representative 
samples, representative periods, and 
representative importers, but it is rec- 
ognized that often such data will not 
prove sufficient and further studies 
will have to be made to get more com- 
plete figures. Tabulations made vol- 
untarily by importers have preved un- 
satisfactory because of lack of uni- 
formity and misunderstanding of the 
information required: so the commis- 


sion’s employees will be assigned to 
visit all important importers and se- 
cure the information directly from 
their records. The commission has 


announced that in this work it will do 


everything possible to suit the con- 
venience of the importers. 
The circular was issued after a 


number of conferences with importers, 
particularly officials of the National 
Council of American Importers and 
Traders. This organization filed a 
brief with the commission, opposing 
the levying of duties on domestic in- 
stead of foreign values, deprecating 
the probable value of the commission’s 
study, and suggesting rules of pro- 
ceedure to be followed by both the 
commission and interviewed importers, 
but otherwise offering co-operation to 
the commission in conducting the in- 
vestigation. 

The chemical division of the com- 
mission has been working on plans for 
its section of this inquiry and has em- 
ployed an additional chemist to devote 
his entire time to the subject. We is 
L. N. Markwood, formerly with the 
3ureau of Chemistry and Soils of the 
Department of Agriculture and more 
recently a consulting chemist in prie 
vate practice. 





Methanol Safeguards Are 
Urged by Health Officers 


WASHINGTON, Apr. 28, 1931. 

A recommendation that safeguards 
against the beverage use of methanol 
be sought through voluntary action by 
manufacturers, and that, failing in 
this, uniform State regulatory laws be 
urged was adopied today by the Con- 
ference of State and Territorial Health 
Officers, in annual session here. 

The recommendation was. unani- 
mously adopted after it was presented 
by a special committee to study the 
matter, composed of Dr. S. H. Osborn, 
Connecticut’ Dr. T. B. Appel, Penn- 
sylvania; Dr. A. J. Chesley, Minne- 
sota; Dr. R. H. Riley, Maryland, and 
Dr. J. P. Leake, of the United States 
Public Health Service. 

At the time of the appointment of 
this committe>, Dr. Leake, who is in 
charge of the office of industrial hy- 
giene, outlined the investigation of the 
health hazards of the antifreeze use of 
methanol, which is being conducted by 
the Public Health Service. This study 
was conducted in the past Winter be- 
cause of the {Increasing use of this new 
antifreeze and because of suggestions 
made by an inter-departmental confer- 
ence called last Summer by the Bu- 
reau of Industrial Alcohol. It has no 
connection with the study being made 
by the Bureau of Mines. The P.H.S 
study includes both laboratory work 
and field inquiry into the use of metha- 
nol and will not be completed for some 
time. The recommendation adopted by 
the conference is as follows:— 

Your committee has considered the mat- 
ter of the increasing use of methanol 
antifreeze in automobile radiators, and in 
industry, and feels that the use of this 
substance should be surrounded by the 
necessary safeguards through agreement 
by the Public Health Service with the in- 
dustry. 

If such agreement cannot be reached 
the surgeon-general is requested to in- 
form the several State departments of 
health of that fact and to suggest to them 
such standard safeguards as he deems 
necessary for the protection of the public 
health as the basis for State laws and 
sanitary regulations.

Cask Prices for Dry Red Lead, Litharge, and Orange 
Mineral Reduced One-half Cent -- Chrome Greens 
Ease--Carbon Black Outlook Now More Promising 


Two declines in lead oxide prices 
occurring within the space of four 
trading days furnished the most sali- 
ent development in the market for 
paint, varnish and lacquer materials 
last week. The declines occurred April 
24 and April 29, affecting the cask 
prices for dry red lead, litharge and 
orange mineral; a week previous cor- 
roders extended protection guarantees 
against decline through August. A 
rapid precipitation of lead metal 
values fostered the movement in the 
derivative oxides. Lower prices for 
chrome greens was another develop- 
ment. The latter was an outgrowth 
of shaded prices emanating from cer- 
tain sources of supply during the past 
few weeks. Business in general dur- 
ing April’s final week was not very 
encouraging. Many products managed 
to hold their own with the preceding 
week, but generally the sentiment 
among manufacturers and importers 
last week was not so happy as pre- 
viously. 

Carbon black held some degree of 
promise. Makers reported growing de- 
mands from rubber and ink manufac- 
turers, but the increase in consump-

An illustration of the condi- 
tion of the market is shown in the 
Bureau of Mines report on carbon 
black for 1930 which was recently is- 
sued and showed that stocks on hand 
at the close of 1930 were greater than 
the consumption during the entire 
year. And, sales during 1930 were 
only about 10 percent less than those 
for 1928, so that if 1928 may be con- 
sidered as a normal year the supply 
on hand was almost sufficient to take 
care of domestic and foreign require- 
ments for a normal year. On the other 
hand, all producers have declared that 
they are not making any money at the 
current prices and any evidence of 
consistent buying support could fur- 
nish the makers with an agency for 
returning prices to a profitable basis. 

Construction contracts awarded in 
the thirty-seven States east of the 
Rockies during the period April 1 
through 22 totalled $238,004,100, ac- 
cording to F. W. Dodge Corporation. 
Public works and utilities hold the 
lead for the period among the three 
major classes with $96,298,800. Non- 
residential follows with $76,992,500. 
Residential building amounted to $64,- 


712,800. That company also reports a 
total of $56,205,700 in construction 


contracts awarded in the Metropolitan 
New York area during the period April 
1 through 22. The three major con- 
struction classes contributing to this 
total were residential with $22,878,300; 
non-residential with $21,115,600, and 
public works and utilities with $12,- 
211,800. 


Metallic Lead and Zinc 


Pig lead prices were reduced sharply 
last week. In the space of seven days 
the New York market was cut 35 
points and the East St. Louis price, 
declined 30 points and, closing prices 
were 4c. per pound, New York and 


3.80c. per pound, basis East St. Louis, 
compared with 4.25c. and 4.10c. per 
pound a week ago. The lead market 
had been steady in the face of con- 
tinually declining prices for other met- 
als and the initial break was a move- 
ment designed to stimulate trade. Sub- 
sequent price decreases were evidently 
attempts on the part of the sellers to 
place prices at a point where the buy- 
ing trade would be disposed to stock 
some material. However, demand dur- 
ing the entire week was mainly of the 
single car lot variety. The London 
market did not fluctuate very much 
According to the American Bureau of 
Metal Statistics, Great Britain con- 
tinued as the largest importers of lead 
during Mar¢h, taking 21,792 tons, com- 
pared with 20,147 tons in February. 
Exports were 672 tons against 1,432 in 
February. Canada was the leading ex- 
porter of lead during March shipping 
10,104 tons against 8,047 in February. 
The zinc market continued its down- 
ward march and prices at the close 
were believed to have been the lowest 
since 1896. The closing market was 
3.35c. per pound at East St. Louis 
and 3.70 at New York, comparing with 
3.50c. at East St. Louis and 3.85 at 
New York at the close of the preceding 
week. Consumers continued to buy 
only as they needed the metal and the 
market was very dull all week.

Pigments 


Lower prices for lead oxides in 
casks featured the pigment materials’ 
division of the market last week. The 
decline in lead oxides commenced April 
“4 when a reduction of a quarter-cent 
occurred and on April 29 a similar 
movement was effected. Heavy pre- 
cipitation of pig lead values preceded 
the downward march in the cask fig- 
ures for red lead, litharge and orange 
mineral. Other pigment materials 
passed through the week without a 
change in their appearance and as a 
whole, business failed to register any 
visible advance over the _ previous 
week. 

White Lead.—A continued good de- 
mand for replacement supplies of lead- 
in-oil was still the outstanding feature 
in the market. From statements by 
representative producers, the move- 
ment into consumption during the in- 
itial four months of the year was bet- 
ter than the January-April period in 
1930. The dry pigments were very 
quiet and ordering by paint manu- 
facturers was limited. Prices for these 
pigments withstood the heavy decline 
in pig lead prices last week. 

Red Lead.—Cask prices for dry lead 
were cut 4c. per pound April 24, and 
an additional 4c. per pound on April 29. 
The current price for material in casks 
was 744c. per pound, a half-cent less 
than the price reported here a week 
ago and the decline followed the rapid 
decline in pig lead values. 

Litharge.—Quotations for the com- 
mercial products were reduced 4c. 
per pound April 24 and another 4c. 
per pound April 29. In company with 
other lead oxides, the prices were fol- 
lowing a drop in the metal market and 
the current price for material in casks 
is 6%c. per pound. Keg prices were 
unchanged. 

Lithopone.—Although an accurate 
comparison was not yet available, sales

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during April, according to representa- 
tive producers, were not so much as 
in the preceding month. The market 
Was not at all active during the past 
week, Prices remained on a firm basis 
at 44%c. per pound for car lot amounts. 

Orange Mineral.—Corroders cut their 
cask prices for American material 4c. 
per pound April] 24 and another decline 
of 4c. per pound occurred April 29, 
making the current price 914c. to 10% c. 
per pound, dependent upon seller. The 
market was guiet on the decline. 

Titanium Pigment.—This market 
progressed in its usual fashion, in a 
firm position and diagonally opposite 
from the remainder of the pigment 
fsroup. Demand was good and prices 
were rigidly firm at the basis of 6%c. 
to 6%c. per pound for the barium 
base article and 7c. to 7%c. per pound 
for the calcium base product. 

Zinc Oxide.—Sales aggregates for 
April compared with the same month 
last year were quite encouraging, ac- 
cording to representative producers. 
Paint manufacturers continued to op- 
erate in a spotty way while the rubbet 
trade continued to show gradual bet- 
terment. Prices for domestic oxides 
remained steady and unchanged. 

Barytes.—Steadiness continued to 
characterize the position of the domes- 
tic white material and a reasonable 
legree of steadiness was understood 
to have prevailed in the Southern off- 
color variety. Imported material 
brought forth no new feature last week 
while the demand side of the entire 
market was still rather slow. 

Flake White. Producers named 
!1%2c. per pound last week as the rul- 
ing figure for this pigment in barrel 
packaging. The demand side of the 
market was just about representative 
of the condition of the general pig- 
ment market. 

Antimony White.—There has heen 
no change in the position of this com- 
modity since the recent adjustment of 
price to the basis of 19%c. to 11llke. 
per pound. Demand continued in slow 


fashion. 
Dry Colors 


: More encouragement in the outlook 
for carbon black was one of the cen- 
tral focusing points for interest in the 
color market last week. It is not 
known yet if April sales followed the 
March trend by exceeding production 
during that month, but April was 
thought to have been one of the best 
so far this year. Easement in chrome 
green prices supplied another feature 
to the color market. It will be re- 
membered that a drop in chrome green 
prices was expected in some directions 
last December, but it did not become 
material at that time. Recently, it is 
understood, one supplier has been so- 
liciting business with some _ conces- 
sionary price arrangement and other 
sellers have now rearranged their 
schedules. 

Carbon Black.—Suppliers continued 
to report a fairly happy prospect for 
the market. It was agreed that stocks 
were too plentiful to influence any up- 
ward adjustment in prices, in fact 
there were occasional offerings at a 
fraction under the market figure, but 
demand has shown good growth in 
hoth volume and frequency. The cur- 
rent market for standard grade was 3c. 
per pound for car lot quantities f.o.b. 
Texas and nominally at 3.10c. per 
pound, f.o.b. Louisiana. Carhon black 
production in 1930 was 379,942,000 
pounds, an increase of 13.500,000 
pounds over 1929 and a new high level, 
according to the Tinited States Bu- 
reau of Mines. Total sales in 1930 
were 251,539,000 pounds. a decline from 
the previous year of 32,267.000 pounds 
or 11 percent. Stocks at the end of 
1930 totaled 259,245,000 pounds or 
nearly double the amount on hand at 
the commencement of the year. It 
will be noted that the supply on hand 
was greater than the entire foreign 
and domestic demand for 1930. 


Carmine.—The season for this color 
has commenced to show signs of a 
gradual opening. Demands were 
somewhat more frequent while prices 
remained unchanged and reasonably 
steady. 

Chrome Green.—Prices for the c.p. 
grades were lower. There was a wide 
variance to manufacturers’ ideas of 
the market with the general spread of 
auotations for dark at ?8c. to 338c. per 
pound: light, °8c. to 25%c., and me- 
dium, 26c. to °7%ec. per pound. 

Chrome Oxide.—One maker quoted 
°28c. to 26c. per pound for the domes- 
tic article last week. The 23c. per 
pound figure was for quantity busi- 
ness and compared with the formerly 
quoted low figure of 24c. per pound. 

Indian Red.—Prices for the pure 
American and English grades were on 
a par last week at the hasis of 9c. 
per pound and upward. From the de- 
mand angle, the final week of the 
month did not differ materially from 
its predecessor. 

Metallic Red Earth.—This market 
was also without change in position 
last week. Quotations remained at the 
basis of $38 to $45 per ton at the 
Pennsylvania producing points. 

Ocher.—n some directions the do- 
mestic yellow product was available 








at $22 per ton, comparing with quota- 
tions from other sources of 15gc. per 
pound. 

Toner Reds.—Prices appeared to 
have been settled at the recently re- 
duced figures. The recent decline in 
prics did not provide any spur to 
trade and demands for the _ toluidin 
and lithol toners were not better than 
routine. Para toner did not follow in 
the recent drop in the market. 


Colors in Oil 


The seasonal movement of the group 
of oil colors through distributing 
channels in the local area appeared 
to have reached its top a week ago and 
through May, the demand for replace- 
ment was not expected to furnish 
much in the way of activity. The sea- 
son thus far has not been up to expec- 
tations and not so good as a year ago. 


Varnish Gums 


The final week of April and the en- 
tire month was a very poor period for 
the varnish gum trade. There was a 
dearth of what might even be called 
moderate business and such transac- 
tions that occurred were for small lots 
Prices for the list of gums were sta- 
tionary, although on private trades 
were subjected to sharp concession 
contingent upon the _ sellers’ wishes 
whether to hold goods for the full ask- 
ing value of the market or to move 
materials out of warehouse and pre- 
vent increasing cost. The primary mar- 
ket did not contain any special move- 
ment during the past week and even 
if there were any changes made it 
was doubted that it would affect the 
spot market, which was nominal] in its 
entirety. 

Copals.—The firmness that has been 
noted in the primary markets for East 
India half-scraped black gum and also 
the line of Batus was maintained dur- 
ing the past week, but the consistency 
of the firmer position there has not re- 
flected in the spot market except for 
the firm maintenance of East India 
half-scraped gum prices. The move- 
ment of materials into consumption 
here was said to have been merely of 
sufficient volume to keep the market 
in a state of flux. It was not suffi- 
cient to support an upward movement 
in the prices, while on the limited num- 
ber of sales made, it was possible to 
obtain concessionary figures in some 
quarters. 

Dammar.—The Singapore market re- 
mained in a firm position, but Singa- 
pore gum in the spot market did not 
reflect the basic position. The No. 1 
irticle remained at 15c. to 1514c¢. per 
pound and No. 2 at 9c. to Ie. per 
pound, with concessions available for 
both. 

Elemi.—There were no _ important 
transactions in this gum last week. As 
in the past, the market was nominal 
with prices “t the level of the most re- 
cent sales. 

Kauri.—Out of a total of 105,813 
pounds imported during February, 
100,582 pounds emanated from New 
Zealand and the remainder from Brit- 
ish Oceania. 

Sandarac.—Nothing of newness has 
entered the market for this gum during 
recent weeks. Prices remain nominally 
at 18c. to 19¢c. per pound, with demand 
at a standstill. 


Other Paint Materials 


The character of business in the 
group of miscellaneous paint materials 
remained last week about the same as 
it had been. Many products were dis- 
tinctly slow, while some were spotty and 
in no one commodity could it be said 
that the demands were of regular fre- 
quency and for more than mere job- 
bing lots. 

Blanc Fixe.—There has been no 
change in the market during recent 
weeks. Demands from the _ regular 
consuming trade were slow, although 
better than before. Current prices re- 
mained at the levels that have been 
quoted for some time, being based at 
3%c. per pound for dry and $42.50 to 
$45 per ton for pulp, both f.o.b. works. 

Bronze Powder.—Quotations for both 
the gold and aluminum powders re- 
mained at the same range that has 
been quoted for a long time. It was 
understood that some of the aluminum 
powders could have been obtained at 
a slight concession, but the gold ma- 
terial was rigidly firm, because of a 
similar condition in the basic raw ma- 
terial. 

Casein.—There has been no material 
change in the position of either the 
domestic or imported products. Prices, 
however, remained weak on very light 
demands. 

Graphite.—Sellers continued to offer 
at 4c. to 15c. per pound for the amor- 
phous, dependent upon quality and 
flake material remained at 6c. to 30c. 
per pound. 

Smalt.—Prices for all grades have 
remained unchanged for some months. 
The current quotations were as fol- 
lows:—Black extra velvet, 5c. to 6c. 
per pound; blue, 6%c. to 7%ec. per 
pound; bright red, 9c. per pound; ma-

Driers 


The drier market remained in about 
the same position it occupied a week 
ago. Paint manufacturers continued 
to order their replacement in very 
limited fashion while the oil trade and 
other regular lines of outlets were 
spasmodic purchasers.

Glues 


Sellers of the several grades of bone 
glues were still shading prices and 
broad concessions were available for 
quantity orders. The hide glues, how- 
ever, continued in a firm position. The 
sellers of the latter were firm in their 
position because of the low prices that 
they have been forced to accept for 
grease by-products. The hide grease 
market has been heavily depressed and 
the makers of hide glues were anxious 
to maintain their full asking prices 
for the primary product in order to 
maintain just revenues and keep their 
plants in operation. 


Metal Leaf 


Gold leaf prices continued to hold 
at the schedule prices and aluminum 
leaf prices were steady also. Other 
metal leaf quotations, however, were 
subject to shaded prices because of 
the cheapened cost of production. De- 
mand was light for all grades. 


Lacquer Materials 


Quiet prevailed in the market for the 
various lacquer materials during the 
week just ended. The market as a 
whole lacked an outstanding feature. 
While the spot dealings noted a ten- 
dency to slacken at intervals during 
the period under review, leading sell- 
ers indicated that contract movement 
of the various commodities had meas- 
ured up satisfactorily during the month 
just closed.

Causes Explosion of Drum: 


A steel drum that had contained 
aluminum paint and was being cleansed 
with a solution of caustic potash 
(1 pound in 5 gallons of water) in an 
experiment at the plant of the C. E. 
Farrington Company, Phoenixville, 
Pa., was shattered by an explosion so 
severe as to destroy all evidence of the 
contributing causes. Fortunately no 
person was killed by the accident and 
no serious damage was done. 

As there was no trace of fire or 
smoke in connection with the accident, 
it is most likely that the explosion was 
caused by the pressure of hydrogen 
generated in the drum by the reaction 
of the aluminum powder in the paint 
residue with the caustic potash. Most 
metallic powders are active chemically; 
they will rapidly generate gas (hydro- 
gen) when brought into contact with 
water. The presence of the also active 
eaustic potash would, of course, aggra- 
vate this condition, and would also free 
the aluminum powder from physical 
combination with the dried paint 
vehicle.

take place, wherein gas is generated, 
which would cause bulging of the pack- 
age. For this reason it has been cus- 
tomary in some instances to use oversize 
containers for aluminum paints, so as to 
provide an extra space for such gases. 
Moreover, some manufacturers prefer to 
pack their aluminum powder separately 


in containers which screw to the top of

Paint-Mill Buhr Stones

Cash flaxseed is in strong demand and 
continues to gain on futures, although 
offerings are fairly free for this season 
of the year. Receipts are running much 
larger than they were a year ago at this 
time but find very ready outlet to the 
crushing trade. Shipping demand is a 
little better than it was a week ago with 
buyers representing outside crushers be- 
coming slightly more aggressive. Most 
of the desirable seed is selling at 5c. to 
6c. over May futures and in some cases 
the buyers are paying even’ greater 
premiums for dockage offerings. 

Stocks decreased 12,600 bushels last 
week but for three days of the new 
statistical week show an increase of 8,000 
bushels. Crushers are operating perhaps 
25 percent of their capacity and are in 
no real need of immediate supplies of 
raw material but most of them are look- 


ing ahead and keep their oil sales well 
covered in cash seed. 
Average quality of the seed arriving 


at present is rather poor Only a few 
cars of choice are moving. One car was 
taken by a seed house late last week at 
3%4c. premium over prices being paid by 
crushers. This was the only car of really 
desirable seed flax received during the 
week. 

Flax seeding operations are being ad- 
vanced quite rapidly in southern Min- 
nesota and South Dakota in spite of cold 
weather conditions. A fair amount of 
rain was received last week and the seed 
bed is favorable. There is moisture for 
germination but the whole northwest 
needs rain for reserve moisture and must 
have periodic replenishment through the 
growing season if the crop is to develop 
normally. 

Marketing of old crop seed is a little 
more free now that most of the spring 
work has been accomplished However, 
the volume is not great and no important 
gain in terminal receipts is expected. 

Trade in futures is heavier because of 
the change-over from May to July 
futures. There is a little liquidation in 
May by tired holders but mostly the 
speculators are going over into July. 
Crushers are transferring their hedges 
from May to July at 3c. spread. Septem- 
ber futures were put on the blackboard 
today at 5c. over May and crushers put 
some of their hedges in that month at 
the difference quoted. There is very little

Refined Oil Futures Decline Moderately--Selling on 
Weakness in Securities, Lard, and Cotton--Crude Is 
Easier--Crop and Weather News Is Less Favorable 


Local and Southern markets for cot- 
tonseed products continued quiet last 
week. In the market here for refined 
oil futures sentiment was more bear- 
ish for the time being at least, largely 
as a result of weakness much of the 
time in the market for securities, 
though a recovery occurred in stocks 
prices on Thursday, the upturn being 
reflected to some extent in the course 
of cottonseed oil prices on that day. 

Offerings of crude oil in the South 
continued light, but the tone in some 
sections was easier owing to the ab- 
sence of any demand of importance. 
Weather and crop accounts were less 
favorable. There were rains at many 
points where they were not wanted 
and temperatures in some _ sections 
were rather low. The weekly govern- 
ment weather and crop report was con- 
sidered bullish. 

The total transactions in bleachable 
refined oil futures on the New York 
Produce Exchange for five business 
days ended with Thursday were 69 
tankcars, which compared with 51 for 
five days of the previous week. Closing 
prices on Thursday were 7 to 13 points 
lower on the more active months as 
compared with the final quotations of 
the previous Friday.

Cottonseed, Cake, Meal 


Conditions prevailing in Southern mar- 

kets were similar to those noted in the 
previous week. Speculative operations 
in meal in the Memphis market were 
fairly active, with prices showing ir- 
regularity. Spot markets, however, 
were reported as quiet in most sec- 
tions, recent developments in compet- 
ing products making consumers dis- 
posed to hold aloof. Also an improve- 
ment in pasturage in many parts of 
the country operated against any ex- 
pansion in demand from feeders, while 
the movement into consuming chan- 
nels in the fertilizer industry failed to 
show the increase that some had ex- 
pected at this period. 

The movement of seed continued 
light and there was no increase in of- 
ferings of product. Holders of cake and 
meal were disposed to adhere to a 
waiting policy, a recovery in prices 
apparently being anticipated in some 
cases later in the year, especially if 
the indications pointed to a decrease 
of importance in the cotton crop as a 
result of a cut in the acreage or pro- 
longed bad weather during the growing 
season. 

Quotations appeared to be largely 


nominal, with $23 to $23.50 per ton 
named for 7 percent meal in the 
Southeast. In the Valley $26 to $27 


per ton was quoted for 8 percent meal. 
In the Southwest $24.50 to $25 was 
quoted for 43 percent meal. 


Cottonseed Oil 


Speculative operations in the market 
here for refined cottonseed oil futures 
continued on a small scale last week, 
developments in the market for securi- 
ties and various commodities as well 
as in the general business situation 
making traders in not a few instances 
still inclined to adhere to a waiting 
attitude. Commission houses had few 
orders. Refiners were credited with 
»perations in a limited way on both 
sides of the market. On the whole, 
however, there was more disposition to 
sell than there was to buy and the 
trend of prices was downward in the 
main, although there was more or less 
irregularity as a result of covering and 
support on weak spots. 

There was switching from May to 
September at 25 points difference, from 
July to September at 10 points dif- 
ference, and from September to Octo- 
ber on even terms. Weakness in the 
market for securities, a downward 
trend in lard and cotton and an un- 
favorable showing in the statement of 
earnings of a large manufacturer of 
steel for the first quarter of 1931 had 
a tendency to create bearish sentiment 
in cottonseed oil trade circles. 


Southern markets for cottonseed 
products were reported as quiet. Crude 
oil was easier in some sections, al- 
though offerings were generally light 
as production is diminishing as usual 
at this period of the year. Trade in 
various oils, fats and greases continued 
slow and prices in some cases were 
shaded. Demand for lard compound 
was reported as quiet in some quar- 
ters and there were sellers at lower 
prices. The export movement of lard 
continued on a comparatively smal) 


scale. Shipments of lard from all ports 
in the United States to foreign desti- 
nations during the first quarter of 
1931 were about 10,000,000 pounds 
smaller than in the corresponding pe- 
viod last year. 

Receipts of live hogs in Chicago last 
week were light. Arrivals on Mon- 
day were 30,000 head, on Tuesday 22,- 
000 and on Wednesday 21,000 head. 
Hog prices there displayed firmness 
early in the week, but they gave way 
later on despite the light reccipts. 
The average weight of the hogs re- 
ceived in that market during the week 
ended April 25 was 239 pounds against 
242 pounds in the previous week. Some 
were looking for a _ rather bullish 
monthly statement of lard stocks in 
Chicago. 

Weather and crop news from the 
South was less favorable, but this had 
little effect in the markets for cotton- 
seed oil and cotton at this early stage 
of the season. Bullish talk about the 
size of the acreage was also without 
effect. There were rains at many 
points East of the Mississippi River 
and temperatures were rather lower 
for this period of the year. Accord- 
ing to correspondence from Atlanta 
planting is backward in the lower cot- 
ton belt. Preparation of land is being 
pushed, however, and the movement 
of fertilizers has increased recently. 


The weekly government weather and 
crop report stated that in Texas there 
was some frost damage from central 
portions Northward while the crop 
is backwad and its condition is only 
fair. Chopping is under way along 
the lower coast but stands are only 
fair due to the cold and to the dry 
top soil. In Oklahoma cotton plant- 
ing was also almost suspended and 
germination is poor on account of cold, 
wet scil. Planting is unusually late. 
In the central part of the belt progress 
in planting, germination and growth 
varied widely with good advance in 
parts but only poor progress in others. 
In the Eastern belt, except in the ex- 
treme Northeast, planting made satis- 
factory advance, although germination 
was slow. In Georgia the condition of 
the crop is fairly good and chopping 
advanced Northward to Macon.

Changes in 
silver and exchange were narrow. 


Coconut oil was quiet. Quotations 
on the coast were stationary but there 
were offerings here at slight conces- 
sions. Copra was easier. Corn oil met 
with a limited inquiry and the market 
was easier, further shading of quota- 
tions being reported. Perilla oil of- 
ferings were light and the market was 
steady. 

Among the animal products, tallow 
was fairly steady in tone with prices 
ruling about where they were at the 
close of the previous week. Trade was 
quieter but there was no increase in 
offerings. There was no auction in 
London last week. The grease situa- 
tion lacked new features, the market 
being steady at previous quotations 
with trade quiet. Stearin was easier 
owing to an absence of demand. 


Cash lard was easy in company with 
the Western market for futures where 
sentiment among traders appeared to 
be more bearish owing to unfavorable 
developments in the general financial 
and business situation. The movement 
of live hogs to Western markets was 
light. Animal oils were quiet and in 
some cases easier. 


Vegetable Oils 


Chinawood. — Quiet conditions con- 
tinued to prevail in domestic markets 
last week, buyers being disposed to 
hold off for further developments in 
the situation here and abroad. Offer- 
ings from the primary market were 
light and there was no disposition 
among importers or dealers here to 
push matters. Quotations were about 


stationary throughout the week, the 
figures being largely nominal. Politi- 


eal news from China was less favor- 
able but this was without influence 
as a market factor. Changes in silver 
and foreign exchange were narrow. 
According to some the movement into 
consuming channels has shown an in- 
crease recently but as already inti- 
mated there was little change in the 
attitude of buyers with respect to fu- 
ture requirements. Such transactions 
as were reported here were limited to 
small packages. 

Coconut.—The tone of domestic mar- 
kets continued easy last week, although 
quotations underwent little change. On 
the coast previous prices remained in 
effect, but the figures appeared to be 





more or less nominal in the absence 
of any transactions of consequence, 
such sales as were reported being lim- 
ited to unimportant quantities. Here 
offerings were noted at 45%c. to 4% c. 
per pound in tankcars, prompt ship- 
ment, or 4c. below the quotations pre- 
vailing in the previous week. Bulk oil 
was again quoted at 4%c. to 4%c. per 
pound, c.if. New York, with offerings 
reported as light. Copra was quiet and 
easier, offerings being reported on the 


coast at slightly below the basis of 
the previous week. 
Corn.—The market had an easier 


tone, further shading of quotations be- 
ing noted, although offerings were 
rather light. Occasional inquiries were 
received, but there were few transac- 
tions reported. Reports were current of 
offerings at 6%4c. to 6%c. per pound in 
tankcars, f.o.b. shipping point. 


Mustard.—The market was steady at 


recently prevailing prices with a fair 
inquiry. 

Olive.—A rather better inquiry for 
foots was noted in some quarters, 


though actual business was apparently 
limited to unimportant quantities. Of- 
ferings were light on spot and for 
shipment. Quotations ranged from 
53%c. to 6%c. per pound, according to 
seller. Denatured oil was in fair re- 
quest in a jobbing way and the market 
was steady. 

Palm.—The market had a fairly 
steady tone with offerings rather light 
in all positions. There was no im- 
provement in demand, although occa- 
sional lots were reported to be moving 
in a jobbing way. Many consumers, 
however, were inclined to await further 
developments abroad. 


Perilla.—No further shading of prices 
was reported and the markets here and 
on the coast apparently had a some- 
what steader tone. Spot supplies are 
light and there was no increase in of- 
ferings for arrival. 

Rapeseed.—Refined met with a fair 
inquiry in a jobbing way from local 
and outside buyers, with prompt ship- 
ments requested. There was no pres- 
sure of offerings and the market had a 
fairly steady tone, quotations under- 
going little change. 

Soybean.—Domestic oil was steady. 
Trade was quiet, especially as the 
tendency of competing product was 
downward at times. Imported oil was 
quiet and steady.

Spread of Price Cuts in Texas and Gulf Coast Crudes 


Followed by Another Decline in Pennsylvania -- 
Gasoline Declines in Group 3, and Central West 


After the spread of price cuts in 
North Texas crudes was completed 
by reductions at adjacent fields, the 
price of Pennsylvania grade crude in 
Southwest Penn lines was cut and in 
combination with addition output and 
drilling in the East Texas area, the 
basic position of the petroleum mar- 
ket did not hold much promise for 
betterment last week. Gasoline was 
weaker at the Midcontinent refineries 
and also in the East Coast and Central 
States territories. 


Cleaners’ naphthas Stoddard sol- 
vents, petroleum thinner and other 
close cut oils again remained free 
from the disturbing elements, that 


surround the general market, although 
in a few cases there appeared some 
signs of easement. The demand for 
solvents, extenders, naphthas and the 
like was merely sufficient to prevent 
stocks from piling up. 

Latest estimates of production of 
oil indicated a decline in the Oklahoma 
section but a wild rise in output at 
East Texas. It was understood that 
the daily allowable production rate 
had been increased and recent reports 
of the appearance of salt water in 
some sections of the field has increased 
the drilling instead of slowing up opea- 
ations as originally thought. Salt 
water appeared higher on the struc- 
ture last week and it was evident that 
drillers were anxious to obtain as much 
oil as possible before the water should 
increase and force a stoppage of drill- 
ing. 


Daily average gross crude oil pro- 
duction in the United States for the 
week ended April 25 was estimated 


at 2,422,600 barrels, compared with 
2,422,000 barrels in the preceding week 


and 2,590,100 barrels a year ago, ac- 
cording to the American Petroleum 
Institute. Daily average production 


east of California was 1,894,500 bar- 
rels, compared with 1,895,100 barrels 
during the preceding week, a de- 
crease of 600 barrels. A sharp increase 
in output at East Texas was not suf- 
ficient to neutralize at 39,800 daily 


average reduction in Oklahoma. Im- 
ports of crude were off during the 
week ended April 25, totaling only 


468,000 barrels, compared with 974,000 
barrels during the preceding week. 
Imports of gasoline totaled 243,000 
barrels against 256,000 barrels during 
the preceding week. Runs of foreign 
and domestic crude oil to stills during 
the week ended April 25 totaled 17,- 
030,000 barrels or a daily average of 
2,432,900 barrels for 68.1 percent of 
refinery operation, compared with a 
total of 17,039,000 barrels or a daily 
average of 2,434,100 barrels for 68.2 
percent of operations during the pre- 
ceding week. Stocks of gasoline totaled 
46,451,000 barrels, compared with 46,- 
384,000 barrels in the preceding week. 


Solvents and Diluents 


Firmness in cleaners’ naphtha and 
easy tones in the Group 3 market for 


naphtha again furnished the 
outstanding features in the group of 
solvents, diluents and related petro- 
leum products. As indicated a week 
ago, refiners of the former were quot- 
ing slightly higher prices in some di- 
rections, while in certain channels the 
price of the latter could have been 
shaded by a full cent. Otherwise the 


v.m. & p. 


market for these solvents did not 
change their general position last 
week. It was evident that the market 


for rubber solvents was not so active 
as before, and in one instance a shad- 
ed quotation in the local market failed 
to produce any buying interest in the 
offering. Stoddard solvent was also 
characterized with easiness, while v. 
m. and p. naphtha remained in about 
the same position as a week ago. 


Tankwagon prices for the several 
products included in this group did 
not show any open changes last week. 
Tankwagon deliveries in the local area 
were not heavy and in many cases the 
movement of supplies was merely suf- 
ficient to prevent stocks from piling 
upward. 

Cleaners’ Naphtha.—The firmness of 
prices was the principal feature of 
the market for this solvent last week. 
Refiners repeated their prices of a 
week ago, which were based at 5c. 
per gallon for tankcar quantities, basis 
Group 3 refineries. As previously re- 
ported, refiners in some directions were 
asking 6c. per gallon. 

Lacquer Diluent.—Steadiness con- 
tinued to characterize the condition of 
this market. Quotations at Group 3 
refineries remained at 9c. per gallon in 
tankears and 12c. per gallon remained 
as the market figure for tankcar quan- 
tities of the solvent at East Coast re- 
fineries. The Chicago market did not 
undergo any shift or adjustment of 
position during the period, and prices 
were still based at 12.2c. per gallon for 
tankear lots at nearby refineries. 


Petroleum Thinner.—East Coast re- 
finers continued to name 10c. per gal- 
lon as the ruling figure for tankcar 
lots. Prices were, of course, f.o.b. re- 
fineries. Also, l14c. per gallon re- 
mained as the tankwagon figure in the 
New York area, and the suppliers de- 
clared that last week’s movement was 
no more active than a week ago. The 
Midcontinent market was apparently 
a firm one, with quotations for the 
47-49 degree article at 4c. per gallon 
in tankears and with some refiners 
asking 4%4c. per gallon as the mini- 
mum. In the central states area, re- 
finers continued to quote 6c. per gal- 
lon for tankcar quantities, f.o.b. near- 
by Chicago refinerfes, and 10.7c. per 
gallon in tankwagons. 

Rubber Solvents.—The Midcontinent 
market was reported to have been a 
little slower last week. Prices for the 
light and standard grades remained in 
a steady position there, both being 
named at 5%c. per gallon in tankcars 
at the refineries. The East Coast mar- 
ket was not very active last week;

The position 
of the 30-38 product continued to hold 
itself aloof from the weakness that 
characterized the 16-32 degree grade, 
and the market for 30-38 continued at 
6e. per gallon. 

Heptane.— Neither normal nor mixed 
material revealed a change in po- 
sition last week. Current quotations 
for the normal article in tankear 
quantities were based at 13c. per gal- 
lon at the refineries, while the usual 
differentials prevailed for the same 
quantities in drum packages and for 
less than carlot amounts. Mixed hep- 
tane was priced at 12c. per gallon in 
tankears and also with the usual dif- 
ferentials for smaller amounts. 


Hexane.—The normal product con- 
tinued at 11%c. per gallon, in bulk, 
basis Group 3. The additional 2%c. 


per gallon for carlot amounts in drum 
packing was still in force, and less 
than carload lots were priced at 15c. 
per gallon. There were no new or im- 
portant developments on the demand 
side of the market. 


Octanes.—This market did not pre- 
sent any new angles to its general po- 
sition, as quotations remained at 14c. 
per gallon, basis Group 3, in tankcar 
lots. The current quotation for car- 
lots in drum packaging remained at 
l6c. per gallon. 

Pentane.—This market was _ repre- 
sentative of the general serenity in the 
market for hydrocarbon gases. Last 
week’s quotations were the same as 
those named during the immediately 
preceding week at 814c. per gallon for 
tankear lots at the Group 3 refineries. 


Petroleum Ether.—A fairly good de- 


mand continued in certain lines of 
outlet. Prices for both grades were

and the 40-75 degree solvent at 11%c. 
per gallon. 

Propane.—This was another article 
to share the general quiet of the hy- 
drocarbon gas market.

to 344c.; cream, 5%c. to 6c.; lily white, 
6144c. to 7¢e.; snow white, T%c. to 8c., 
and veterinary, 2%c. to 2%c. per pound. 
Demand was light throughout. 


Fuels and Lubricants 


Gasoline prices descended again last 
week in the Midcontinent and Central 
States markets while in the East Coast 
area no visible reductions were effect- 
ed but a distinct tendency toward 
weakness was apparent. The entire 
gasoline situation was in the slough of 
depression last week and it was con- 
sidered quite unlikely that any mate- 
rial improvement can be made until 
conditions adjust themselves in the 
Texas and Gulf Coast crude markets. 
A principal event of interest is the 
spread of the number of marketing 
companies offering so-called “blue” 
gasoline at cheap prices. Last week 
some sharp competition developed 
among the sellers of this grade mate- 
rial and price structures in the Central 
states and Mississippi valley territory 
were seriously weakened. 

Heavy oils also continued in a weak 
state. Subsequent to the reductions in 
3unker C fuel oil at East Coast termi- 
nals a week ago, refiners cut prices for 
the oil and also Diesel oil at Balboa 
last week.

Market Conditions 


Gasoline. — Continued unsettlement 
prevailed in the bulk market at the 
local refineries. Prices were openly 
weak and subject to shading. Some re- 
finers openly named 6%c. per gallon as 
the market for U. S. Motor material 
at the refineries while others continued 
to quote 6%c. and upward per gallon. 
Replacement demands from the job- 
bing trade were somewhat better last 
week, although there was still a dis- 
tinct tone of hesitancy among many of 
them because of the apparent weak- 
ness of the market here and in the Mid- 
continent. The continually weaken- 
ing position of the market in the latter 
area has furthered the weakness here 
and the refiners were quite despairing 
over the possibility of commencing the 
heavy consuming season with a better 
market. Export shipment both here 
and at the Gulf were very moderate in 
volume, while the prices for the sev- 
eral grades of material remained un- 
changed from a week ago. 

Kerosene.—The prevalence of coo] 
weather throughout this territory cre- 
ated a little stir in the demand for this 
article last week. Added needs for re- 
placements, however, were small and 
the betterment was thought to be only 
a temporary affair. Prices continued in 
a weak position with the quotations of 
large refiners at 6c. per gallon for 
tankcear quantities of the 14-43, water 
white product, at the refineries, but 
with actual sales at 5%c. per gallon. 

Fuel and Gas Oils.—Subsequent to 
the cut in C grade bunker oil prices at 
East Coast terminals a week ago, re- 
finers lowered the price of that oil 10c. 
per barrel at Ba’boa, C. Z., making the 
market at that point $1.10 per barrel. 
Diesel oil at Balboa was also cut 10c. 
per barrel last week to the basis of 
$1.55 per barrel. Locally, the price for 
bunker oil remained at 95c. per barrel, 
while Diesel oil continued without 
change at $1.75 per barrel at Bayonne. 
Gas oil and furnace oil failed to show 
a change over the week. 

Lubricating Oils.—In reaction to the 
drop in Pennsylvania crude prices a 
week ago, cylinder oils at the Penn- 
sylvania refineries were offered a lit- 
tle cheaper last week. Current prices 
represented an average decline of ic. 
per gallon and the new prices were as 
follows:—600 fire, 74%¢c. to 8c.; 635 fire, 
§i%e. to 10c.; 650 fire, 10%c. to 1lc.; 
600 E amber, 11%c. to 12c.; 660 D, 
15¢c.: and light bright stocks at 17%c. 
to 18c. per gallon. Dark bright stocks 
remained at 17c. per gallon nominally. 
Neutral oils at the Pennsylvania re- 
fineries were very strong last week at 
16%4c. to 17c. per gallon for 150 vis, 
No. 3 color; 18%c. to 19c. for 180 vis, 
3 color; and 20c. per gallon for the 
200 vis, 3 color oil. The price of the 
220 vis, product remained nominally at 
22c. per gallon as only a few refiners 
were running that grade. Stocks of 
neutral oils were rather scarce because 
of heavy purchasing by some of the 
large and newly interested jobbers, but 
it was thought that the situation will 
become alleviated within a few weeks. 
The spot market for bright stocks and 
the various cylinder oils was un- 
changed and quiet last week. The re- 
cent change in California crude oil 
prices has had no affect upon the mar- 
ket for derivative lubricating stocks. 
The movement of lubricating oils 
through this market during the past

All grades of natural gasolines weak 
and inactive with prices registering new 
low levels for the current decline. Many 
manufacturers contemplate the closing 
and dismantling of plants within the near 
future, unless conditions change for the 
better, 

Only minor changes were reported in 
the market position of the various grades 
of solvents, diluents and_ hydrocarbon 
gases during the week, with buying still 
confined to small lots just sufficient in 
volume to meet current requirements. 

A slight increase in the spot demand 
for the better grades of kerosenes devel- 
oped during the latter part of the pre- 
ceding week but the volume was_ not 
sufficient to have any effect on spot prices. 
Distillates were sluggish under the in- 
fluence seasonal diminished consumption 
and were quoted at new low price levels 
for the year throughout the area. 

Gas oil and fuel oils continued sluggish 
with refiners showing a disposition to 
shade prices, especially on the low cold 
test grades, because of warmer weather 
conditions. Industrial consumers are only 
buying sufficient to meet their current 
requirements, and stocks in the hands of 
refiners are on the increase. Bright and 
steam refined stocks were unchanged in 
price but the spot demand is generally 
reported as being light. Certain grades 
of the high viscosity summer neutrals 
were a little more active at unchanged 
prices. Paraffins and petrolatums were 
slightly weaker on light demand.

CHICAGO, May 1, 1931. 


The further retreat of refinery gaso- 
line market prices has continued to exer- 
cise a generally unsettling effect on the 
trade with the result that there is still 
considerable uncertainty felt as to the 
near-term future in this market. Most 
authorities are unwilling to take too def- 
inite positions on the status of the mar- 
ket in the near future. The distributing 
branch of the industry is still watching 
with much interest the new low-priced 
gasoline marketing policies which have 
been joined in by most of the major com- 
panies. Jobbers are in some cases meet- 
ing this policy, but as a whole they do 
not seem to have done so. 

Some east Texas gasoline is finding its 
way in larger quantities into the Chicago 
and west central markets. 

Moreover, considerable east Texas crude 
appears to be coming up this way to mid- 
dle states refiners. This is cheap crude 
in most cases, and is making it difficult to 
hold the gasoline market. 

Oklahoma refiners are in some cases 
rather hard pressed to meet this competi- 
tion, operating on higher crude costs as 
they are. 

The naphthas and solvents as a class 
are quiet and inclined to sluggishness. 
Price changes are not of any importance 
at this time, the sellers reporting they are 
able to do about all the available busi- 
ness at present prices, although some buy- 
ers are trying. to get concessions. This 
market is generally steady. 

Burning oils are continuing to point 
downward. This is also the case with 
kerosene. Distillates are low in price. So 
are the gas oils and the fuels, in most 
cases, 

Lubricating oils are still suffering from 
lower crude values in the east and unset- 
tled crude markets in the southwest, with 
the result that prices on bright stocks 
and other products are easy.

A formal order was issued April 30 
by Federal Judge William P. James 
of the Los Angeles district court di- 
recting Williami C. McDuffie, receiver of 
the Richfield Oil Company of Cali- 
fornia not to pay the interest and sink- 
ing fund requirements due May 1 on 
the company’s 6 percent first mort- 
gage collateral trust bonds of 1944.

Humble Pipeline Loses 
Plea for Lower Rates 


The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has denied the petition of the 
Humble Pipe Line Company for au- 
thority to make a 20-percent reduction 
in its rates on crude petroleum. The 
company desired to reduce the rates 
from all points on its lines to Texas 
destinations. 

The company’s petition set forth 
that the discovery and development of 
the new East Texas oil pool would make 
it impossible for the older fields to 
operate profitably unless a drastic 
reduction in pipeline rates was made. 
The commission found that not enough 
evidence had been introduced to justify 
the reduction. The company’s at- 
torneys are now engaged in gathering 
additional evidence to support the plea, 
and will again present the petition to 
the commission. 





Doherty to Get Patent 
For Developing Oil Pool 


WASHINGTON, Apr. 27, 1931. 

A patent on a new method of devel- 
oping an oil pool will be issued to 
Henry L. Doherty, prominent oil man, 
under a decision today of the United 
States Court of Customs and Patent 
Appeals. The Patent Office rejected 
all claims, but Mr. Doherty appealed 
four of them, two of which were al- 
lowed by the court, and on these a 
patent will be issued. 

Mr. Doherty’s method is to squeeze 
the oil out of a deposit by means of 
water beneath and gas above the 
stratum of oil. It involves determin- 
ing the limits of a pool, drilling a well 
or group of wells into the top of the 
dome to regulate gas pressure, a sec- 
ond series of wells into the oil deposit, 
and a third series of wells going below 
the oil-bearing sand for the purpose of 
supplying water pressure. 

The Patent Office rejected the pat- 
ent on the ground that textbooks, and 
particularly a patent issued to Squires 
in 1917, disclosed the use of water to 
float oil into wells and compressed air 
to increase gas pressure in oil fields. 
On his appeal, Mr. Doherty declared 
that all of the earlier references were 
for resuscitating old wells in depleted 
fields, while his scheme was to be ap- 
plied to pools which had never before 
heen tapped, but the court ruled that 
applying old methods to a new field 
did not constitute a patentable inven- 
tion. The Doherty patent claims which 
were allowed by the court relate to 
maintaining the layer of oil in its orig- 
inal position and holding the oil body 
under substantially its natural pressure 
throughout the entire development of 
the field. 

The court agreed with the Patent 
Office that it is not new to determine 
the limits of an oil field before its de- 
velopment, not new to use wells to 
regulate gas pressure or to use com- 
pressed air to increase gas pressure, 
and not new to pump water below the 
layer of oil. Mr. Doherty pointed out, 
however, that, under the old methods, 
compressed air was used to blow the 
oil and gas into the venting or pump- 
ing wells, and that water was used to 
float the oil up into the path of the 
air or into the so-called “unwetted” or 
more open upper sands, where it would 
more easily drain into the pumping 
wells. He argued that in his method 
the oil is not blown out, but is squeezed 
into the pumping wells by the lower 
layer of water and the constant pres- 
sure of natural gas or compressed air 
above, and that the oil is prevented 
from rising into the unwetted sands, 
stressing the fact that in his method the 
pumping wells are below the top level 
of the oil and do not permit the vent- 
ing of any gas. The court held that an 
invention lay in this feature of having 
the producing well bottoms below the 
surface of the oil so as to prevent the 
entry of air or gas.

Porto Rico Gasoline Tax 


The Porto Rican Legislature has 
passed bills which are now awaiting 
approval by the governor of Porto 
Rico, providing for the following in- 
creases in the sales taxes on gasoline 
and kerosene produced in or imported 
into the island, according to a cable 
received by the Department of Com- 
merce:— 

From 6 cents to 7 cents per gallon 
on gasoline, and from 2 cents to 3 cents 
per gallon on kerosene. If approved by 
the governor the increased rates will 
become effective July 1. 


Dutch-Shell Official

Linseed Cake and Meal 


A steady tone prevailed in the mar- 
ket here for cake and meal and quota- 
tions were generally maintained at 
previous levels. Reports were current 
of a somewhat better export inquiry 
for cake but actual business was ap- 
parently not of much importance while 
the movement on old contracts con- 
tinued light. Domestic trade in meal 
was slow. 


Minneapolis Linseed Meal 


MINNEAPOLIS, May 1, 1931. 

The meal market is thin and erratic 
with an easy undertone. Crushers made 
their quarterly inventory at $30 and at 
present are pegging the market at that 
price. Re-sellers are selling as low as 
$29 per ton and find the outlet for offer- 
ings very limited. Crushers stocks are 
extremely light and their present out- 
put is small so they may be able to main- 
tain the market around $30, but weather 
conditions are improving rapidly and 
grass will be plentiful within a short space 
of time. About the only thing in favor 
of sellers is the small reserve on hand 
and the very light output. 

There is no interest displayed in de- 
ferred shipment. Virtually all of the 
present orders are for quick shipment 
and a fairly large portion of the business 
concerns mixed carlots. It is hard to buy 
pea sized meal for quick shipment. Buyers 
have to wait a week or two for delivery 
of this kind. Shipping instructions og 
maturing orders are a little hard to get 
right now.

Chicago Linseed Meal

Linseed meal is not being bought very 
readily at this time. The price tendency 
looks a little lower. Leading crushers 
report buyers are simply not interested 
in the market most of the time, although 
oceasionally there is a little flurry of in- 
terest followed by some limited buying. 
Re-sale meal is a factor to some extent. 
Ruling prices for prompt shipment are.— 
Round lots, $31 per ton, nominal; car lots, 
$31 to $31.50; less than car lots, $33 to 
$34. 


Linseed Oil 


The market here for linseed oil re- 
mained in an easy position last week 
as the trend of flaxseed prices in 
Northwestern markets was downward 
in the main though chances were not 
very wide. Crushers announced a fur- 
ther reduction of 2 points in quotations 
on linseed oil to the basis of 8.8c. per 
pound in car lots in cooperage and 
8.2c. per lb. in tankcars. Reports were 
current to the effect that these quota- 
tions could be shaded slightly on a 
bid though in some quarters there was 
a disposition to adhere to list prices. 

So far as new business was concern- 
ed the market was quiet. Occasional 
inquiries were noted for lots of a car 
or two for prompt shipment but few 
consumers were disposed to purchase 
ahead in view of recent unfavorable 
developments in the general financial 
and business situation. Consumption 
appears to be on the increase in vari- 
ous parts of the country, however, and 
some would not be surprised to wit- 
ness an improvement in demand with 
the advance of the crop season in the 
Northwest as a cut in the next acre- 
age is expected. 


Temperatures over the Northwest 
were lower last week but planting 
operations were pushed. Beneficial 


rains were received in some sections. 
An official report stated that the in- 
dications pointed to a reduction in the 
acreage this year in the United States, 
Argentina and India owing to the less- 
ened demand for linseed oil and the 
decline in prices for flaxseed. 


Minneapolis Linseed Oil 


MINNEAPOLIS, May 1, 1931. 


Crushers report a fair amount of in- 
terest in oil but little disposition to pay 
full market prices. 3uyers need supplies 
but are constantly on the lookout for 
bargains. Any dip brings in business and 
if sellers are willing to quote under the 
market they can pick up orders though 
there is little volume where full market 
values are quoted. 

Most of the business 
mediate delivery and shipping instruc- 
tions are satisfactory. Crushers are sell- 
ing for April-June shipment and demand- 
ing lc. per pound carrying charge for 
each thirty days of delay in taking the 
oil. This tends to bring in the shipping 
instructions promptly. Few buyers have 
any reserve of importance on hand and 
most of them are in a position to take 
eare of shipments at present. 

There has been some increase in in- 
quiry for deferred oil but the crushers 
will not quote satisfactory prices. A few 
of the buyers are willing to contract for 
supplies to be shipped up to January 1 
next. These offers are hardly acceptable 
because the crushers have nothing on 
which to base prices. The meal market 
is a nervous erratic proposition and the 
new flax crop is only being planted. There 
is no telling what the acreage will be or 
what the crop season will turn out to 
be. At the moment there is a widespread 
lack of subsoil moisture that has to be 
corrected before the crushers will feel 
easy about a new crop. 

Demand for less than car lots is still 
above average and crushers are getting 
rid of a fairly large proportion of their 
supply via such _ orders. Along with 
shipping instructions on maturing con- 
tracts these orders are wearing down re- 
serve stecks quite rapidly and crushers 
expect a pretty close clean-up for the 
season. 

Minne- 
apolis, cooperage car lots, 8.8c. per pound, 
warehouse 9.2c. per pound and tankear 
lots 8.2c. per pound.

Chicago Linseed Oil

Reduced flaxseed acreage this year 
in Argentina, the United States, and 
India, because of decreased demand for 
linseed oil, is indicated in official re- 
ports to the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics of the Department of Agri-

culture. Russia, however, is reported 
to be planning an increased acreage. 

Plowing for the next crop in Argen- 
tina is under way; the soil is in good 
condition and the weather favorable. 
At present prices, however, it is prob- 
able that the flaxseed acreage will be 
reduced. Russia is planning to increase 
all acreage seeded to oilseeds this sea- 
son so greatly as to make possible a 
total production of 418,000 tons of veg- 
etable oils, compared with 333,300 tons 
produced in 1930. Flaxseed, it is be- 
lieved, will supply the major part of 
this increase. 

The acreage seeded to flaxseed in the 
United States in 1931 will be about 15 
percent less than that seeded in 1930, 
but only aboéut 4 percent less than the 
acreage harvested in 1930, if present 
planting intentions of farmers are car- 
ried out. In India, the acreage will be 
less this season than last, according 
to the latest figures. The second of- 
ficial estimate of the area sown to flax- 
seed in that country is given as 2,229,- 
000 acres, compared with 


. 2,000 
acres, the corresponding estimate a 
year ago.

Linseed Oil Production 


During the three months’ ended 
March 31, a total of 183,970 tons of 
flaxseed was crushed, producing 1138,- 
417,218 pounds of linseed oil. This 
compared with 223,036 tons crushed 
and yielding 145,969,802 pounds of oil 
in the like period of last year, accord- 
ing to the preliminary census of the 
Department of Commerce, which re- 
ported that 28 mills in the United 
States were engaged in crushing dur- 
ing the quarter. In the same quarter 
of 1929, 303,503 tons of seed yielded 
202,353,031 pounds of oil; in 1928, 332,- 
777 tons of seed yielded 223,750,569 
pounds of oil; and in 1927, 308,942 tons 
of seed produced 202,162,304 pounds of 
oil. 

Stocks of flaxseed at the mills. on 
March 31, 1931, amounted to 65,661 
tons compared with 81,154 tons for the 
same date in 1930; with 127,258 tons 
in 1929; 119,306 tons in 1928; and with 
86,282 tons in 1927. Stocks of linseed 
oil reported by the crushers were 79,- 
175,433 pounds on March 31, 1931, 
compared with 107,383,232 pounds for 
the same date in 1930; 141.809,480 
pounds in 1929; 184,642,215 pounds in 
1928; and 157,794,721 pounds in 1927. 

Imports of flaxseed during the quar- 
ter were 73,268 tons in 1931, com- 
pared with 184,407 tons in 1930; 162,- 
885 tons in 1929; 114,694 tons in 1928: 
and 163,819 tons in 1927. Imports of 
linseed oil were 91,627 pounds in 1931, 
compared with 1,673,555 in 1930; 215,- 
722 in 1929; 82,227 in 1928; and 338,- 
750 in 1927. Exports were 317,137 in 
1931; 438,233 in 1930; 552,394 in 1929 
496,059 in 1928; and 685,492 in 1927.

Cinchona Tercentenary 


Proceedings Published 


The first recognized use of cinchona 
as a medicinal agent was in 1630, the 
patient being a Spanish corregidor, 
Don Juan Lopez de Canizares. It was 
this corregidor who supplied the pow- 
dered bark used in the treatment of 
Countess Ana de Chinchon, from whom 
the drug received its name. 

A celebration of the three-hundredth 
anniversary of the first recognized use 
of cinchona as a medicine was held in 
the Missouri Botanical Garden, St. 
Louis, October 31 and November 1, 
1930. The proceedings of this celebra- 
tion have been published in a royal 
octavo volume of 258 pages, containing, 
also, a number of relevant historical 
illustrations. 

The cinchona tercentenary proceed- 
ings included the presentation of pa- 
pers presenting the pharmacal, chemi- 
cal, and medicinal aspects of the his- 
tory of the drug. This historical treat- 
ment was supplemented with discus- 
sions of the present-day importance of 
cinchona in pharmacy and medicine 
and as a source of alkaloids. Dr. M. 
Kerbosh, director of the Government 
Cinchona Estate and Cinchona Experi- 
mental] Station in Java, contributed an 
exhaustive survey of the cultivation of 
cinchona in that country. The pioneer 
medicinal use of cinchona and its alka- 
‘oids in the Mississippi Valley was re- 
viewed in a biographical sketch of Dr. 
John Sappington. 

Historically and scientifically, as well 
as in human interest, the contributions 
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to the cinchona tercentenary are im- 
portant documents. They are enter- 
tainingly, as well as_ informatively, 
readable. 





Hydrogen Peroxide Made 
Stable with Soda Salts 


Solutions of hydrogen peroxide, and 
of other peroxides, persalts, and per- 
acids can be stabilized by the addition 
of a mixture of an alkaline pyrophos- 
phate and an alkaline chloride, with or 
without the addition of an alkaline 
silicate, according to claims made in a 
German patent (518,402), issued to the 
Osterreich. Chem. Werke, Vienna. The 
claims are based on the declaration 
that these salts in combination are 
much more effective than when used 
separately. 

The typical combination recorded 
contains sodium pyrophosphate (hy- 
drated, 10 HeO) and sodium chloride, 
sodium silicate being added in certain 
instances. 

According to a summary of the pat- 
ent information, published in the “Oil 
and Colour Trades Journal,” London, 
the proposed stabilizer gives operating 
results as follows:— 

When 2.5 percent of sodium pyrophos- 
phate and 1 percent of sodium chloride 
are added to a 30-percent solutior of 
hydrogen peroxide, slightly acidulated 
with sulphuric acid, the loss of oxygen is 
much lower than when the same salts are 
used separately. A 3-percent peroxide 
solution, so treated, is efficient as a bleach 
for straw; the amount used is greatly re- 
duced ; and the effects are much better. 

A mixture of 2.5 percent of sodium 
pyrophosphate, 0.5 percent of sodium 
chloride, and 1 percent of sodium silicate 
with 30-percent hydrogen peroxide soiu- 
tion, slightly acidulated with phosphoric 
acid, is efficient as a bleach for wool, for, 
even after heating for several hours at 
7 deg. C., the solution remains perfectly 
stable with little or no loss °f oxygen. 
Excellent results are obtained in five 
hours in bleaching wool with a 0.5-percent 
peroxide solution, so treated and stabil- 
ized, at 40 to 50 degrees, and the con- 
sumption of peroxide is very small. 

For bleaching felts the mixture recom- 
mended consists of 2 percent of sodium 
pyrophosphate, 0.5 percent of sodium 
chloride, 1 percent of turkey red oil, and 
1 percent of sodium silicate added to a 30- 
percent peroxide solution, slightly acidu- 
lated with phosphoric acid. It may be 
used, in 2-percent concentration, for 
bleaching blankets and felts.

Further reduction in the prices, for 
lead arsenate featured the market for 
the insecticides during the period under 
review. The primary reason for the 
decline in this material was attributed 
to the weakness in the basic metal 
market, inasmuch as movement of the 
material was characterized as Satis- 
factory. Other materials displayed a 
steady to firm tone. Shipments of 
Bordeaux mixtures and calcium arsen- 
ate was said to be up to seasonal ex- 
pectations. On the other hand a sharp 
slackening was noted in the movement 
of lime sulphur solutions. 

Bordeaux Mixture.—A slight season- 
al expansion was noted in the ship- 
ments moving to major quarters of 
consumption against existing con- 
tracts. Spot dealings were fairly ac- 
tive, with a steady to firm undercur- 
rent in evidence throughout the week. 
Prices were without change, 

Calcium Arsenate.—A more active 
inquiry was noted in the market for 
this material last week. Manufacturers 
of the disinfectants were inclined to 
expand takings against outstanding 
orders. Quotations were in conformity 
with the schedule in effect previously. 

Lead Arsenate.—Leading sellers re- 
duced the price of this commodity Ic.

Magnesium Output, 1930 


The output of new magnesium ingot 
in the United States decreased from 
1,329,669 pounds in 1929 to 1,173,557 
pounds in 1930, according to reports 
furnished by producers of the United 
States Bureau of Mines. Though fail- 
ing to equal the high record in the 
production and sales of magnesium in 
1929, the industry did register an in- 
crease as compared with 1928 and pre- 
vious years. The output of new ingot 
was considerably more than double the 
1928 output and only 12 percent less 
than the 1929 figure. The quantity of 
magnesium ingot sold or used in 1930 
(559,631 pounds, valued at $268,864), al- 
though scarcely two-thirds of the 1929 
volume, compares favorably with the 
corresponding quantity (530,782 pounds, 
valued at $289,658) for 1928. 

During the last three years the do- 
mestic output of primary magnesium 
has all been obtained from magnesium 
chloride recovered as one of the many 
coproducts of the extensive industry 
based on the brine wells at Midland, 
Mich.

Previous to the 
Session at which these men spoke, 
there were indications at the conven- 
tion that there will be a vigorous of- 
fensive against the present anti-trust 
laws at the next session of Congress 
With an attack from three angles, 
namely, the legal angle by the Ameri- 
can Bar Association; the business an- 
gle, by the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States, and the industrial 
angle, by the Congress of Industries. 

The first step in the attack was 
taken by the Congress of Industries, 
consisting of 130 industries which have 
had trade practice conferences and 
which held a meeting at Atlantic City 
prior to the opening of the Chamber 
of Commerce convention. At this meet- 
ing the congress perfected a permanent 
organization headed by North Storms,

The congress adopted five resolu- 
tions, one of which was the proposal 
of T. J. McFadden of the paint and 
varnish unfair competition bureau, 
Washington, to the effect that ‘the 
congress of industries urge the United 
States Chamber of Commerce to en- 
dorse the principle of the trade prac- 
tice conference.” Another was that of 
Sol A. Herzog, New York, favoring the 
enactment of legislation that will re- 
sult in the clarification of existing 
law as will preserve the competitive 
existence of the small individual in- 
dustrial units.

Fertilizer Materials 


Demand Shows Slackening -- Sulphate of Ammonia 
Fairly Active--Blood Prices Continue Downward on 
Small Sale and Accumulating Stocks--Tankage Down 


_ Demands for supplies of the several 
fertilizer crudes slackened consider- 
ably last week. The maintenance of 
a fair degree of activity in sulphate 
of ammonia was the exception to the 
seneral rule, practically the entire re- 
mainder of the list having shown some 
retrogression from a week ago. Con- 
cern for prices was centered in the 
new list of quotations expected mo- 
mentarily to cover the group of pot- 
ashes. At the time of writing, the 
prices had not been made public. Price 
developments of the past week includ- 


ed a decline in spot blood and also 
a decline in blood at Chicago. Sales 
of unground tankege here at lower 


prices a week ago was the only other 
change for the week. 
: Lifelessness was the featured trait 
in the market for fertilizer crudes last 
week, The Northern markets were 
hampered by the adversity of the 
weather while in the South, it appeared 
as though the mixing trade had 
bought sufficiently on its immediate 
requirements. The local market was 
very dull all week. 

The decline in blood prices here was 
a continuation of the movement that 
commenced some weeks ago and was a 
result of the continued lack of sellers 
ability to move goods into consumption

and a constant accumulation of stocks. 
It was interesting to note last week 
that the current price of blood in the 
New York murket was more than half 
of the price that ruled at the end of 
April, 1928. Tankage was slightly less 
than half of its value on a like date 
in 1928. 

Dealers in crudes continued to esti- 
mate the decrease in fertilizer con- 
sumption for this season between 
thirty and forty-five percent less than 
last season and a statement attributed 
to the chairman of the Federal Farm 
Board last week indicated a decline 
of 1,000,000 tons of fertilizer on the 
cotton crop for this season. 


Ammoniates 


Nitrate of Soda.—Demand appeared 
to have slowed up last week. Sellers 
declared that last week’s movement of 
materials into consumption was small. 
Dealers and mixers in the South At- 
lantic states have apparently bought 
well up to their requirements and 
nothing much in the way of new busi- 
ness was expected until the top-dress- 
ing season. The gulf states were dull. 
Demand in more northerly directions 
was hampered last week by the pre- 
valence of cold weather. The local 
market was very quiet. Prices for 
both the domestic synthetic and the 
Chilean material were firm and un- 
changed at the basis of $2.05 per 100 
pounds for car lot quantities and up- 
wards. 

Sulphate of Ammonia.—A fairly ac- 
tive demand continued to feature this 
product. Stocks of some producers 
have been cleaned out and the market 
appeared to have been characterized 
with a fair degree of steadiness at $35 
per ton, basis ports. The possibility of 
shading this figure by $1 per ton was 
presented on a few occasions but gen- 
erally the $35 figure was quoted. 

Castor Pomace.—Last week the mar- 
ket remained in a quiet position with 
small, fill-in orders comprising the en- 
tire movement from supplying sources. 
Quotations remained at $15 to $15.50 
per ton, according to quantity de- 
sired. 

Dried Blood.—The market continued 
on its downward march last week. 


Continued lack of sales and accumu- 
lating stocks forced the local market 
for the domestic article down to $2.50 
per unit, a decline of 20c. per unit for 
the week and representing a drop of 
35c. since the beginning of April. Im- 
porters again quoted $2.60 per unit for 
prompt shipment from abroad but as 
in the preceding week, the price was 
not particularly strong because of 
small activity on the demand side of 
the market. The high-grade product 
in Chicago was cut again last week. 
Quotations ranged from $2 to $2.25 per 
unit, representing a decline of 10c. per 
unit from the low figure reported a 
week ago. 

Fish Ssrap.—Other than the recent 
report that herring scrap was being 
offered in Baltimore there have been 
no new developments in the market for 
the unground product. As yet there 
have been no local offerings of con- 
tracts with the “when and if made” 
stipulation and, as previously reported, 
fishing for menhaden in the Ches- 
apeake area will not commence until 
June. Also, there were no featured de- 
velopments in the market for ground 
scrap that might have been expected 
to follow the recent decline in prices. 
The current quotation was $52 per 
ton, f.o.b. Baltimore with offerings of 
foreign scrap at cheaper levels. Wet 
acidulated fish was quiet at the re- 
cently established price of $3 and 5c. 
per unit-ton. 

Hoof Meal.—The quotations of $2.25 
per unit-ton which represented the 
outside of the range for this product 
at Chicago were apparently withdrawn 
last week and the market was named 
at $2 flat. There was but little activity 
shown. Importers continued to quote 
at the former level of $2.25 for ma- 
terial to arrive but there was not much 
business booked. 

Nitrogenous Material.—The position 
of the market has not shifted during 
the past two weeks. Importers con- 
tinued to offer supplies at $2 to $2.25 
for material testing 8 to 10 percent for 
prompt shipment from abroad, c.i-f. 
Atlantic ports. The prices were de- 
pendent upon quality. 

Tankage.—There was further ease- 
ment in the local market last week. The 
ruling quotations for domestic un- 
ground material were based at $2.15 
and 10c. per unit-ton, a decline of 10c. 
from the selling figure a week ago. The 
ground product remained at $2.50 and 
10c. per unit-ton, the figure established 
a week ago. The Chicago market was 
without any visible change with $2.25 
and 10c. per unit-ton asked for feeding 
material and $2 and 10c. per unit-ton 
for the fertilizer grade. South Ameri- 
can material to arrive remained at 
$2.75 and 10c. per unit-ton. 


Potashes 


A new schedule of quotations for 
potash salts has been received from 
abroad by the iocal representatives of 
the Freneh and German syndicate, but 
at the moment of writing details for 
releese have not been completed. Fur- 
ther information regarding the new 
list of prices and discounts will be 
found in the late market section of this 
issue on page 2. 


Phosphates 


Serenity was the ruling trait in the 
market for phosphatic fertilizer ma- 
terials last week. Throughout the list 
of products there were no features to 
be reported other than the continued 
lack of activity and so far as coul 
be learned there were no changes made 
in prices. None of the suppliers of 
superphosphate, bone materials or rock 
phosphate could report much trading. 


Superphosphate——As yet the sellers 
of this material have not received the 
volume of activity that they might 
reasonably expect at this time of the 
year. Quiet was the market’s ruling 
feature. Prices remained at $8 per ton 
for the run of the pile and $8.50 per 
ton for guaranteed 16 percent material, 
both f.o.b. Baltimore. 


Bone Materials.—Continued light ac- 
tivity in the market left things just 
about where they had been. Occasional 
offerings of imported bones and meal 
spotted the market and there were 
also some shaded offerings of the do- 
mestic articles. However, easier prices 
did not induce additional purchasing. 
There were no open price changes last 
week, 

Phosphate Rock.—There has been no 
change in either price or position for 
the land pebble and high-grade hard 
products. Shipments were limited 
while no new contracts were being 
booked, A break-down of exports of 
the land pebble grade during February

Baltimore Fertilizer Materials 


BALTIMORE, April 29, 1931. 
. The uneventfulness that has prevailed 
in the market for crudes during several 
weeks past remained in evidence last 
week. Some supplies are being called 


for, but the quantity falls decidedly be- 
hind what might be regarded as average 
and there were no immediate prospects 
of a revival of consequence. Sellers have 
been maintaining an attitude of com- 
parative firmness in the face of the check 
on the demand. The outlook may improve 
decidedly in a short time but so far pros- 
pects offer no great encouragement and 
sentiment in the trade is far from op- 
timistic. 

The prevailing quotations on 
stocks are about as follows :— 

FISH SCRAP.—Some transactions in 
herring scrap produced in the last week 
or two are reported as having been con- 
cluded on the basis of $3.25 and 10c. per 
unit-ton at factory.

TANKAGE.—There were no _ further 
recessions in the quotations, which re- 
main around $2.75 and 10c. per unit-ton 
for 11 and 15 high grade ground stocks, 
with unground somewhat lower. 

BLOOD.—The current figures 
around $2.75 per unit for high 
ground stocks, with unground 
lower. The demand was small. 

SUPERPHOSPHATE.—Producers con- 
tinued to quote $8 per ton for run of 
pile and $8.50 for 16 percent milled and 
screened stocks, 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The figures 
mentioned were still $2.05 per 100 pounds. 

NITROGENOUS MATERIAL, — The 
market is steady at $2 to $2.25 per unit 
aoe this product with the offerings fairly 
1eavy. 

GARBAGE TANKAGE.—The 
mentioned were rather firm 
l0c. and 70c. per unit. 

WHALE GUANO.—Although a ship- 
ment of considerable size of this product 
arrived in this port recently the importa- 
tion was designed for the business of 
the importer and none of the ammoniate 
has been offered for sale. 


SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—This ma- 
terial remains one of the firmest items 
in the whole crude stock list with the 
demand not of striking proportions, but 
with the offerings seemingly adjusted to 
the trade, and with the producers stand- 
ing on $35 to $36 per ton. 

POTASH.—-New prices on this material 
are expected to be received here by May i. 
They have not yet come tro hand. 

BONE.—There was no change in the 
figures given during the week, with 3 
and 50 ground steamed stocks held at 
$22 to $25 per ton and 4% and 50 ground 
raw at $26 to $29, according to quality, 
which varies considerably.

Fertilizer Freight Cut on 
Packaged Goods Approved 


WASHINGTON, Apr. 28, 1931. 
teductions in freight rates on fer- 
tilizer packaged in small containers 
has been recommended to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission by Arnold 
C. Hansen, one of its examiners. 


The case in which this recommenda- 
tion is made combines a number of 
separate complaints against rates on 
packaged fertilizer and a general pro- 
test of manufacturers against an at- 
tempt of the railroads to change the 
classification ratings of fertilizer. 
Existing third-class rates on less-than- 
carload shipments should be reduced 
to fourth-class, the rate now accorded 
less-than-carload shipments of bulk 
fertilizers in bags, the examiner 
recommended. He made no recom- 
mendations regarding carload rates on 
packaged fertilizer. Shippers asked 
the same rates as apply on bulk car- 
load shipments, but the record dis- 
closed that to date little or no pack- 
aged fertilizer moves in carloads. 

The railroads proposed to revise the 
classification description for fertilizers 
in different packages so as to maintain 
existing rates on packaged fertilizer 
and make substantial reductions in the 
ratings on bulk carload shipments. The 
reductions on bulk fertilizer, however, 
would have had no practical effect 
as all this traffic moves on special com- 
modity rates. The purpose was to es- 
tablish a spread in the classification 
ratings of bulk and packaged fertilizer 
to forestall attempts of shippers to 
claim the same rates for both. At the 
hearings the roads stated that fertilizer 
in packages of less than 25 pounds is 
of higher quality and commands a 
higher price than bulk shipments, and 
that particularly low rates have been 
given bulk fertilizer to encourage agri- 
culture and develop traffic. 

The shippers concerned were the 
Tennessee Copper & Chemical Corpo- 
ration, the Armour Fertilizer Works, 
the Virginia-Carolina Chemical Corpo- 
ration, Swift & Co., and the American 
Agricultural Chemical Company, each 
marketing fertilizer in different types 
of small containers under brand names. 
They testified that these products were 
of the same formulas as their bulk 
fertilizers and the higher prices were 
due to the expense of packaging, ad- 
vertising, and distributing. They con- 


tended that this represented new 
traffic for the railroads, and that the 
venture was an attempt to market 


fertilizer through new channels to new 
users. 


Examiner Hansen declared that it 
has never. been the regular practice 


of the railroads to impose a spread on 
bulk and packaged goods, and he point- 
ed to instances where commodities 
take the same rates whether shipped

Patuxent Guano Company 


Is Cited by Trade Board 


WASHINGTON, Apr. 30, 1931. 

Misrepresentation in the sale of fer- 
tilizer is the subject of a complaint 
issued by the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion against the Patuxent Guano Com- 
pany, Baltimore. 

_ The company sells certain commer- 
cial fertilizers under various brand 
names as guano, the complaint says, 
and the commission declares that these 
preparations are not guano but con- 
tain chemicals considerably at vari- 
ance with and inferior to those found 


in genuine guano. The company’s 
practice of using the expressions, 
“Manufactured by -atuxent Guano 
Company” and “Factories: Baltimore 


and Norfolk,” on the sacks containing 
its products is attacked in the com- 
plaint, as it is claimed by the com- 
mission that this concern does not 
operate any manufacturing plants, but 
has these products prepared for it by 
chemical companies. 





Wintershall Corporation 
Reports Profits for 1930 


The Wintershall Corporation, one of 
the principal factors in the German 
potash trust, has reported profit of 
16,023,424 reichmarks for the year 
ended December 31, 1930. Gross profit 
from sales of potash and by-products, 
interest, and other operations aggre- 
gated 59,476,093 reichmarks. After ex- 


penses, taxes, depreciation and other 
deductions, and 8 percent dividends 
totalling 16,000,000 reichmarks, there 


remained a balance of 23,424 reich- 
marks, which was carried to surplus.

Gould & Co. Will Reopen 
Mahoney Quicksilver Mine 


H. W. Gould & Co., mining and 
metallurgical engineering and techni- 
cal supervising organization, San 
Francisco, has secured a bond and 
lease on the Mahoney quicksilver mine 
in San Luis Obispo county, California. 
This property is located 14 miles west 
of Paso Robles and joins the Klau 
mine, which is reported to have pro- 





duced about 20,000 flasks of quick- 
silver. 

The Mahoney mine was discovered 
almost sixty years ago. A _ 20-ton 


Knox-Osborne furnace was built on 
the property in 1876, and before being 
closed in 1877 because of the low price 
of quicksilver, the mine produced 1,264 
flasks. Working was not resumed until 
1901 and was continued only during 
the next year. Since that time the mine 
has been idle; but some prospecting 
of the property has been done in the 
past year or two. 

A modern Gould rotary-furnace plant 
will probably be erected this year and 
the property put in production. The 
ore zone is quite wide and crops on 
the surface for some 2,000 feet. A force 
of fifteen or twenty men will be em- 
ployed.

Urgent Buying of Toluene Continues--Spotty Demand 
For Industrial Benzol--lmprovement Seen in Domestic 
Consumption of Motor Benzol--Steel Activity Holds 


The market for the various coaltar 
products was a rather quiet affair last 
week. Buying of toluene by the auto- 
mobile manufacturers and lacquer 
makers continued as the prominent 
feature of the market. Demand for 
the other basic products was spotty, 
while the takings of the intermediates 
and coaltar acids were restricted to 
actual requirements. However, this 
comparative slowness of the call in the 
market as a whole failed to have any 
influencing effect on the fairly steady 
tone noted in recent weeks. 

The volume of toluene moving to the 
automobile industry has tended to 
create a decidedly firm tone in that 
article. Prospects of the continuance 
of this urgent demand were considered 
bright, with the automobile manufac- 
turers preparing to produce in excess 
of 300,000 units in May. April output 
of cars was forecasted as approximate- 
ly 300,000 units. 

Automobile production in United 
States and Canada totaled 289,334 
units, as compared with 229,810 in Feb- 
ruary and 417,118 in March last year, 
according to the Department of Com- 
merce. March motorcar output in the 
United States alone was 276,341 units,

Naphthalene.—Seasonal call for the 
flake and ball materials slackened at 
intervals during the week, with the 
result that reports of the shafting of 
prices in effort to get a portion of the 
spot business were in circulation, 
However, open quotations of the lead- 
ing sellers failed to show any varia- 
tion from those in force previously. 

Phenol.—Although dealings in the 
spot market were comparatively slow, 
a firm tone was noted throughout the 
week. At the same time leading sellers 
indicated that a substantial volume of 
material was taken against existing 
contracts.

Demand for industrial benzene was 
spotty throughout the week, with the 
major quarters of consumption taking 
commitments on a_ hand-to-mouth 
basis.

The total production of by-product 
coke for March amounted to 3,256,289 
tons, or 105,000 tons per day, as com- 
pared with 103,495 tons per day in 
February.

The market for the colors showed a 
tendency to slacken at intervals during 
the period under review, being attrib- 
uted to the fact that certain lines of 
the textile industry have curtailed op- 
erating schedules. However, leading 
sellers of the colors indicated that 
some interest was noted in several of 
the usual fall colors. 


Basic Products 


Benzene.—Demand for industrial 
benzene was spotty throughout the 
week just ended. Major consumers 
were adhering to the hand-to-mouth 
buying. A few sizable jobbing orders 
were noted in the market. Unsettle- 
ment in the motor benzol market has 
been alleviated to an extent by the 
betterment in the domestic demand.

Leather Chemists Meet 
May 27 in Atlantic City 


The American Leather Chemists’

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of the Use of Amines in the Beam 


House,” and “The Study of the Ac- 
tion of Lime Solutions on Hair.”

ber of problems of interest to leather 
chemists and tanners alike. The as- 
sociation extends an invitation to all 
who are interested in the manufacture 
of leather or related operations to at- 
tend the convention.

Pharmaceutical Standards 
Supplement Is Published 


A supplement to the “Manual of 
Pharmaceutical” Standards, the record 
of tolerances and assay methods ap- 
proved for pharmaceutical prepara- 
tions, has been compiled by the com- 
bined pharmaceutical contact com- 
mittee. 

The supplement contains new data 
comprising the tolerances and assay 
methods for compressed tablets of bis- 
must subcarbonate, bismuth subgallate, 
bismuth subnitrate, citrated caffeine, 
and mercuric iodide, and for ampuls 
of caffeine-sodium benzoate, camphor 
in oil, pituitary extract (surgical), 
silver nitrate, sodium cacodylate, 
sodium iodide, and sodium salicylate. 
It also contains corrected data on 
compressed tablets of quinine sulphate 
and hypodermic tablets of  nitro- 
glycerin. 

The combined pharmaceutical con- 
tact committee represents the Ameri- 
can Drug Manufacturers’ Association 
and the American Pharmaceutical 
Manufacturers’ Association in co- 
operation with the United States Food 


and Drug Administration in determin- 
ing allowable differences from _ the 
stated weight, volume, and other char- 
acteristics of pharmaceutical prepara- 
tions. Copies of the supplement to 
the record of the committee’s work 
may be obtained at 50 cents each from 
the offices of either association, from 
which, also, copies of the manual may 
be purchased. 


N. Y. Medicinal Liquor 
Bill Vetoed by Governor 


Governor Roosevelt of New York has 
vetoed the Hastings bill, designed to 
place the sale and distribution of alco- 
holic liquors for medicinal purposes in 
the hands of a new State bureau and 
making physicians, authorized to pre- 
scribe and dispense liquors in unlim- 
ited quantities, State officers for the 
purpose of complying with the provi- 
sions of the bill. 

The governor held that the plan pro- 
posed in the bill was too complicated 
and that the relief of the medical pro- 
fession from the limitations on the 
amount of liquor that may be pre- 
scribed could be attempted in simpler 
manner. 

Senator Hastings, author of the bill, 
has stated that he would work for a 
special session of the legislature to 
consider the purpose of his measure. 








Olive Oil in Cosmetics 


To overcome the drawbacks of the 
greasiness and the objectionable (to 
some) odor of olive oil when used in 
preparations for application to the skin 
or hair certain manufactureis saponi- 
fy the oil. This often defeats the pur- 
pose for which the oil is included in 
the preparation, and there is a possi- 
bility that the labeling of such prod- 
ucts as olive oil preparations or emul- 
sified olive oil preparations might be 
looked upon as misbranding. 

A new solvent, said to dissolve olive 
oil in all proportions, is being offered 
as a means of overcoming the objec- 
tions to the oil in cosmetic use. This 
solvent is called “Albacol” and is a 
product of the Glyco Products Com- 
pany, Bush Terminal building No. 5, 
Brooklyn. 

Solutions of olive oil in albacol are 
said to be thin, free-flowing liquids, 
which are crystal clear and remain 
clear. When the solution is applied, 
the albacol evaporates quickly, leaving 
the oil in a thin film. The solution 
may be perfumed as desired.

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Dyestuffs and Tanstuffs 


Higher Quotations on Divi-Divi and Mangrove Bark 
Spray Egg Yolk and Zinc Dust Prices Are Reduced-- 
Cotton Cloth Production for March Showed Decline 


Prominent features in the market for 
dyestuffs and tanstuffs last week con- 
sisted of the advancing of the quota- 
tions on divi-divi and mangrove bark 
and the lowering of the prices for 
spray egg yolk and zinc dust. The mar- 
ket as a whole was a rather slow af- 
fair, with the textile and tanning in- 
dustries adhering strictly to the hand- 
to-mouth basis. 

Advance in the prices for divi-divi 
and mangrove bark resulted from 
firmer cables from the primary points 
rather than an appreciable broadening 


in the local demand. In connection 
with mangrove bark it was indicated 
that peeling operations in several dis- 


tricts had ceased because of the un- 
remunerative returns and lack of de- 
mand. It was therefore believed that 
the better tone noted throughout the 
tanning material division could be at- 
tributed to the desire to stimulate in- 


terest in the gathering of the new 
crops. 

The sluggish character of the de- 
mand for the spray egg yolk brought 


about a reduction in the price for that 
material, while the further decline in 
the quotations on zinc dust was a di-

rect reflection of the weakness in the 
basic metal market. The zinc market 
reached the lowest levels since 1896 
during the period under review. 
Ovtstanding development in the 


dyestuffs division was the report to 
the effect that various sorts on tur- 
meric would be priced slightly lower 
with the shipment of the new crop. 


However, while the market for the 
various forms of turmeric was easier, 
leading sellers were quoting to the 
levels of the previous week. 

Reports from the tanning industry 
indicated that an increase was noted 
in the wettings in process which may 
be taken as a favorable sign.

to quantity. This price advance was 
attributed to the fact that peeling 
operaticns had ceased, owing to the 
dormant condition of the demand and 
the unremunerative returns and was 
taken as an effort to stimulate peel- 
ing operations.

Drugs and Fine Chemicals 


Corrosive Sublimate Reduced but Other Mercurials 
Remain Unchanged--Strychnine Demand Is Good-- 
Cheaper Eucalyptol Reflects Low Cost Raw Material 


Drugs and fine chemicals were rath- 
er quiet throughout the past week. 
Corrosive sublimate, soda cacodylate, 
and eucalyptol were lower during the 
period but beyond that practically no 
price activity was reported. Business 
was reported to have been rather bet- 
ter than in the previous week. More 
inquiry and slightly larger sales volume 
were noted but the gains were without 
effect on the price structure generally. 
Carefully gauged production of fine 
chemicals has tended to eliminate 
chances for the accumulation of an un- 
sold surplus on the hands of producers. 
That has kept price shading from be- 
coming the usual rather than the oc- 
casional practice on the part of the 
producers. 

The decline in corrosive sublimate 
came at midweek. Prices for all other 
mercurials were held without change 
and, in fact, seemed to be rather firm 
in most instances. Quicksilver, the raw

material, was steady at unchanged 
prices, but demand seemed to have de- 
crease a a trifile. The cut in quotations 
for corrosive sublimate came becauss 
of competition having grown to con- 
siderable proportions. 


Pressure on soda cacodylate seemed 
to have decreased and sellers were ac- 
cepting business at somewhat lower 
prices. It was said that more favorabie 
quotations had not increased consump- 
tion to any important extent. Eucalyp- 
tol at lower levels merely reflected the 
cheap prices at which raw material 
had been bought throughout the past 
six months; the declines had been pro- 
gressive and very steady. 

Alcohol was quite dull. With many 
of the larger consuming accounts cov- 
ered in their needs, to the end of the 
year in some instances, and hence 
opportunities for booking additional 
business have decreased with the ap- 
proached of the summer season of 
marked inactivity in normal years. One 
report, of some interest was that while 
prices were being maintained officially, 
any large consumer who has nut con- 
tracted as yet could probably place his 
business at about five cents under the 
prevailing tankcar quotation. 

Strychnine was in very good demand 
and the movement gained parallel with 
the resumption of activities in the agri- 
cultural areas of the nation. Brucine 
sulphate was found to be rather scarce 
under the influence of an expanded de- 
mand that has come with its use as a 
denaturant of olive oil. Menthol was 
quiet at unchanged prices. Glycero- 
phosphates and hypophosphites were in 
seasonable request. 

Aconitine.—The raw material has 
been very easy and low in price. This 
has not been reflected in the replace- 
ment cost of aconitine. The latter was 
quoted at $17 per ounce for amorphous 
alkaloid; crystals, $29. 

Adeps Lanae.—The movement into 
consumption was reported to be about 
normal. Competition was said to be 
quite keen, especially from high qual- 
ity imported merchandise, for which 
article a ready market was said to 
prevail. Quotations were unchanged. 

Agar Agar.—The foreign market 
had a downward tendency, due to of- 
ferings of new production. Spot quo- 
tations had a similar tendency, with 
demand on spot being reported not es- 
pecially active. 


Alcohol.—The market was dull. 
While official prices were without 
change, it was intimated that those 
buyers who did not cover when the 
market was around 19c. per gallon in 
tanks would probably be taken care of 
at that figure should the business de- 





velop. A considerable part of pro- 
duction has been sold and hence, for 
the time being at least, sellers find 
little to agitate the market in any re- 
spect. Prices for raw material contin- 
ued to decline. Transactions on the Ex- 
change were more numerous, business 
one day totaling 216,000 gallons. The

Ammonia Carbonate.—Demand was 
strictly routine. Requirements of buy- 
ers were promtply filled by the pro- 
ducers. Production was rather more 
ample than consumption needs would 
warrant, but on the whole the ac- 
cumulation of unsold stocks was in- 
sufficient to weaken the market in the 
least. 

Antipyrine. — Manufacturers of this 
article in the United States is under- 
way and the manufacturer quoted $2 
per pound in barrels. Once thorough- 
ly established and a domestic market 
price set on the basis of actual trans- 
actions, foreign merchandise may 
have to pay a higher customs duty 
because of the ad valorem duty being 
figured on American market values. 

Apomorphine. — With raw material 

costs reported to be_ substantially 
lower, the prices for apomorphine have 
remained easy at the recent decline. 
Demand was strictly jobbing in size, 
but was still said to be close to normal 
at this period of the year. 
i Quotations were $3.75 to 
$4 per pound and due to somewhat 
lower costs abroad the spot position 
lacked firmness to a considerable ex- 
tent. Because of the situation abroad, 
and in line with the not very active 
demand at this time, prices seemed 
to be subject to shading. 

Bismuth Metal and Salts. The mar- 
ket was stable. Competition was 
lacking and prices were firmly main- 
tained in all quarters Demand for 
salts was very fair and in view of the 
fact that prices were not raised when 
quotations for metal were recently 
advanced, the price position of salts 
was very firm 

Blue Mass.—Quotations were un- 
changed despite the fact that one 
product in the mercurial group was 
reduced during the past week. De- 
mand for blue mass was reported in 
good volume. The unsettlement in 
prices in the past was due to low cost 
of mercury. 

Bromine. — The principal producers 
confirmed recent quotations named 
when prices were reduced some weeks 
back. Demand for bromine was re- 
ported to be not better than fair. How- 
ever, buyers operating under contracts 
have been taking deliveries rather 
promptly. 

Bromoform. The market was $1.65 
to $1.80 per pound, according to seller 
and quantity. Competition was fairly 
keen, but the main business went to 
the principal producer. who took a 
firm view of values and failed to shade 
under the inside figure quoted above. 

Brucine.—Alkaloid was firm at the 
advance noted in the previous period. 
Demand was also reported to be hold- 
ing up well at the higher market. 
Sulphate remained at the old figure. 
In fact, quotations for alkaloid have 
advanced 100 percent without those 
for sulphate being changed. 

Butyric Ether.—This item was in 
highly stable position. Quotations 
were confirmed at 85c. to $1 per pound, 
according to quantity, and competition 
seemed to play an insignificant part in 
business current at this time. Produc- 
tion has been scaled carefully to avoid 
accumulation of unsold stocks. 

Cadmium Metal and Salts. 
of metal have yet to experience any 
important increase in demand from the 
plating interests. Prices remained 
low, but seemed steady and were ap- 
parently not destined for further re- 
duction in the very nearby future. 
Salts were in moderate request at very 
steady prices. 

Castor Ojl.—Although raw material 
has been slightly easier of late, the 
reduction in prices has not been sub- 
stantial enough to affect the quota- 
tions for castor oil. The latter was in 
very moderate demand throughout the 
past week and the end of the period 
was dull. 

CHICAGO, April 29.—Demand for c.p.

Cocaine.—Sales at $8.50 per ounce 
confirmed prices prevailed for some 


years. Demand was strictly routine and 
was rather less than it had been due 
to reduced manufacturing necessities. 
Codliver Oil—The market was $32 
to $35 per barrel and still somewhat 
unsettled by reason of the decline that 
came in Norway when buying by one 
large distributor in the United States 
ceased operations. News on the catch 
in Norway continued unsatisfactory. 
Production was running far behind 
and conditions do not suggest that 
much if any gain in output will be 
possible. The recent estimate of 50,000 
barrels as the total of production this 
year was reiterated last week. 
BERGEN, April 15.—The catch of cod 
since the opening of the season now 
amounts to 27,000,000, against 52,760,000 
for the corresponding week of last year, 
and the yield of steam-refined non-freez- 
ing oil is 37,825 barrels, against 62,308 
barrels at the same date last year. 


Corn Syrup.—Raw material reached 
very low price levels during the past 
week, but quotations for corn syrup 
were without change at $3.06 per hun- 
dred pounds for 42 degree and $3.16 for 
43 degree. Demand was reported to 
be doing little more than holding its 
own in comparison with recent volume. 


Corrosive Sublimate.— Because of 
competition of an extremely keen sort, 
manufacturers of this mercurial 
dropped quotations 10c. per pound to 
the basis of $1.35 to $1.40 during the 
past week. This was somewhat out of 
line with the raw material situation, 
which was steadier, if anything. Other 
mercurials were without change. 


Ether.—Competition between syn- 
thetic and sulphuric ether was keen 
and the concentrated was being of- 
fered at 10c. per pound. Synthetic 
ether was priced at 8c. per pound in 
earlots and was being pushed hard to 
the consuming industries. 


Eucalyptol.—_Quotations were low- 
ered again to the basis of 75ic. per 
pound inside. In fact, it was reported 
that business had been done as low 
as 70c. The lowered costs of pro- 
duction have engendered a deal of 
competition in the material. 

Gelatin—Demand in volume sugges- 
tive of buyers covering requirements 
in hand-to-mouth fashion was re- 
ported on spot last week. Quotations 
were without change at 52c. to 53c. per 
pound and seemed to be comparatively 
steady throughout the period. 

Glycerin.—The outlook for chem- 
ically pure glycerin was said to be 
very fair. Demand has been rather 
better of late and, as stocks were not 


overly abundant, the situation seemed 
set for improvement should demand 
undergo even moderate expansion. 
Crude and dynamite glycerin re- 
mained unchanged and generally quiet 
throughout the past week. 

CHICAGO, April 29.—C.p. glycerin is 
steady and well maintained in price, al- 
though business is not very brisk. The 
tone of the market remains good. Ruling 
prices are:—Soaplye crude, 80 percent 
basis, 64%c. to 6%c. per pound; chemical- 
ly pure, car lots, 11%c. to 12c.; return- 
able drums, 12%c.; saponification, 88 per- 
cent basis, 8%4c. to 84c. 


Guaiacol Carbonate.— The market 
was competitive because of the 
presence of considerable imported ma- 
terial at prices permitting generous 
shading of open quotations when busi- 
ness should develop. A firm order for 
a quantity stood an excellent chance 
of being accepted as low as $1.35 per 
pound. Open quotations were $1.56 to 
$1.75 per pound as to seller. 


Hydrastine Alkaloid.—Alkaloid in re- 
sale quarters was as low as $19 to $20 
per ounce, as compared with the first- 
hand quotations at $20.50 to $21. The 
market was very competitive because 
of the very limited number of oppor- 
tunities to move the article at the 
present time. 


Menthol.—Sales of routine character 
and reaching an unimposing total vol- 
ume of transactions were reported in 
support of a market nominal at $3.75 
per pound. It appeared likely that 
firm orders might be placed at a shade 
under that figure, although the position 
of the article abroad was not one sug- 


gestive of important weakness, if 
any. 3 
Mercurial Ointment.—Though one 
item in the mercurial group was 
lower last week, others were un- 
changed. Ointment was steady, with 


buyers showing a degree of confidence 


in quotations prevailing for some 
weeks. 
Mercury Oxide.—Competition was 


very keen, and while open quotations 
were not changed, it Was conceded that 
firm orders were from time to time 
being booked at levels substantially 
lower than those named openly as the 
market. 

Methanol.—Business was _ irregular 
from day to day and failed at any 
time to rise even near to normal vol- 
ume. Curtailment of sales has caused 
unsettlement in prices and it seemed 
probable that quoted prices could be 
shaded when business of firm char- 
acter should develop. The movement 
to bring synthetic methanol under di- 
rect control of the prohibition au- 
thorities in Washington seemed to be 
gaining despite the fact that one of 
the largest producers is pushing regu- 





latory legislation in practically every 
state where anti-freeze mixtures are 
used in automobiles. 


Morphine.—Cheaper opium has made 
an easier undertone in the market 
for morphine salts. Since the recent 
reduction somewhat steadier under- 
tones have developed, but the article 
was still easy. Further reductions 
would come only with substantial cuts 
in the primary market cost of raw 
material. 

Potash Citrate. — Very fair demand 
has ruled at the lower prices named in

the not so far distant past. Citric 
acid seemed to be about firm with con- 
ditions being fairly favorable to the 
maintenance of that position unless 
Italian citric acid makers push their 
material into this market at cut rates. 
Changes in prices for potash citrate 


await further developments in citric 
acid. 

Potash lodide. — No surplus pro- 
duction existed nor was there resale 
material to worry the producers of 
this iodide. Quotations were $3.50 to 
$3.55 per pound and the prices were 
not likely to be shaded. 

Quicksilver. — A quiet market, but 
also one very steady and not with 
tendency toward decline prevailed 


locally last week. A very fair amount 
of demand for small lots prevailed 
in support of prices noted at $102 to 
$103 per flask.

Soda Bromide.—The steady price for 
bromine has found reflection in the 
equally steady and, in fact, firm price 
position for soda bromide. Buyers 
were understood to be taking tenders 
against contracts rather promptly. 
However, sales were understood to be 
under normal. 


Soda Cacodylate.—Quotations were 
$4.50 to $5 per pound, and competition 
in one quarter was understood to be 
quite keen. Slow demand has served 
to soften the views of some holders, 
with the result that the material was 
placed favorably for buyers willing to 
bid for a supply. 

Soda Citrate—The more stable po- 
sition of citric acid was reflected in 
the maintenance of quotations for soda 
citrate at 2914c. to 33%c. per pound 
for USP VIII, and at 34%c. to 38%éc.

SACCHARIN 
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Wholesale Druggists Hold 
Conference in St. Louis 


The usual informal conference of 
wholesale druggists was held in the 
Jefferson Hotel, St. Louis, during the 
week of April 20. About 175 represen- 
tatives of the drug trade attended, 
about one-half of those present being 
wholesalers. 

April 24 the wholesalers met with 
manufacturers of proprietary articles 
and discussed various matters of in- 
terest in connection with the relations 
of the two groups. At this meeting, 
Prof. Paul C. Olsen, director of the 
Druggists Research Bureau, presented 
an interesting collation of data on the 
workings of free-goods deals. This 
topic was foremost in the discussions, 
and a number of interesting and in- 
formative experiences were related. 

At the same meeting, William Ochse, 
of the San Antonio Drug Company, 
San Antonio, Texas, gave a very illum- 
inating talk on the subject of window 
displays and the part that the whole- 
saler can and does play in securing 
useful distribution of manufacturers’ 
displays. 

J. M. Penland, of the Southwestern 
Drug Corporation, Dallas, Texas, pre- 
sided at a stag dinner, Thursday eve- 
ning, April 23. Carl F. G. Meyer, of 
the Meyer Brothers Drug Company, St. 
Louis, gave an inspiring talk on “Co- 
operation.” 

A meeting of the board of control of 
the National Wholesale Druggists’ As- 
sociation was held in St. Louis April 22. 
Routine matters of various sorts were 
considered. The board received a sug- 
gestion that the 1932 convention of the 
association be held on board a steam- 
ship on a trip to Bermuda. This will 
be referred to the association at its 
1931 convention. The informal con- 
ference of wholesalers voted unani- 
mously in favor of a boat-trip conven- 
tion in 1932. 

In the discussions outside the confer- 
ence considerable attention was given 
individually to a preposition aimed at 
the co-ordination of wholesale and re- 
tail distribution of drugs. This idea, 
generally known as the Stroud plan, 
was not taken up in any general or 
sroup meeting, and no information as 


to the progress of its promotion was 
available.

Alcohol Permit Refusals 
Upheld by Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON, April 29, 1931. 
The Supreme Court of the United 
States has refused to review three 
separate cases challenging the author- 
ity of the Secretary of the Treasury 
to limit to a definite period permits to 
use specially denatured alcohol. 


In the Galeno Chemical Company 
case, decided last vear, the supreme 
court held that indefinite permits 
could not be terminated by regulations, 
but that permittees who accepted 
limited permits were bound by their 
terms. In the three cases which the 
court just refused to review, the per- 
mittees accepted limited permits and 
were later denied renewals on specific 
grounds, and they contended that the 


assets of 
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Treasury Department had no right to 
terminate their permits except by 
revocation proceedings.

Further study of stocks held in ware- 
houses here indicated that the carry- 
over of European botanicals will pro- 
vide an excellent stock wherewith to 
begin the more active consuming sea- 
son ahead.

Com- 
petition was current to a very consid- 
erable extent throughout the period.

Peru.—A rather improved demand 
was reported and the market became 
firmer in undertone. Prices were with- 
out shading during the period. 

Tolu.—Competition was keener, ac- 
cording to many on the spot. While 
quotations were 80c. to 85c. per pound 
in the open market, sales were be- 
lieved to have been made at less than 
the lower figure.

Cascara Sagrada.—Undertones were 
still rather easy and the market lacked 
the strengthening element of continued 
and supporting demand for substantial 
quantities. Local prices were un- 
changed, but on round quantity orders 
it seemed likely that they might be 
whittled here and there. 

Condurango.— Quotations were lower 
at 9c. to 10c. per pound and the under- 
tone weakened as competition took hold 
in earnest. Stocks in this market were 
declared to be decreasing but slowly. 

Elm.—Plans to provide ample stocks 
of selected bark for demand to come 
later in the year were reported well 
under way and the outlook was for un- 
interrupted supplies throughout the 
season of major consumption. Prices 
were steady. 

Sassafras.—Even as late as this sell- 
ers found a fair inquiry stil! in the 
market for jobbing quantities of the 
material. However, interest centers 
mainly on the outlook for new crop 
collections and at present that seems 
to be satisfactory. 

Soap.—Powdered bark was in keener 
demand and the market seemed to have 
strengthened materially. Quotations 
were lic. to 15c. per pound at the end 
of the week and could not be shaded. 
Whole, cut and crushed bark were also 
in firmer position. 

Tonga.—Although practically no in- 
terest was displayed in this material, 
prices remained about steady at 25c. 
to 26c. per pound, which was fairly in 
line with the replacement cost of the 
merchandise. 

Wild Cherry.—Stocks being carried 
over were said to be substantial, and it 
was expected that collection of new 
crop bark would be less this year than 
normally. However, buyers could count 
on having ample supplies for the next 
consuming season. Prices were quiet 
but steady.

Calabar.—The market was nominal 
as to activity. As to price, it was

Corn Silk.—Stocks have not been re- 
duced in normal volume during the 
past year and hence the quantities be- 
ing carried over were reported rather 
larger than usual at this season of the 
year. Quotations remained well sta- 
bilized on the basis of 6c. to 7c. per 
pound. 

Kamala.—A buyers’ market still ruled 
and prices were 3c. lower in some 
quarters. Business was done on the 
basis of the very low quotation of 
65c. to 68c. per nound. 

Lycopodium.—Competition was keen. 
Prices were 36c. to 40c. per pound, ac- 
cording to quantity. The call was 
small enough to emphasize the weak 
undertone on spot, and it was not clear 
that when more than 6 case lots were 
in request, further shading might not 
result.

Bergamot in Sharp Break Abroad; Offered Cheaper 
Here--Peppermint and Spearmint Down Again--Dill 
Much Lower--Tansy and Wormseed Cut Once More 


A wave of price reductions swept 
the essential oil market and estab- 


lished seventeen materials at new 
lows. None of the reductions were 
especially sharp, barring those in dill 


and Bourbon vetiver. All of them re- 
flectel the highly competitive make- 
up of the market at this time. Demand 
continued to do little more than sim- 
mer. Manufacturing requirements of 
the largest consumers appeared to be 
well taken care of, and the trade re- 
maining to the market was a jobbing 
affairs that was covered in hand-to- 
mouth buying. 

Bergamot came in for a rather ab- 
rupt drop in prices abroad, and the 
spot market promptly reflected the 
break. The feature was the decline in 
brands of excellent standing and 
quality. Lemon and orange remained 
unchanged. They were steady to firm 
abroad and unchanged on the spot. 


Further decline in the cost to pro- 
duce cardamom oil brought another 
concession in the spot quotation for 
this article. One special brand re- 
mained at prices about 100 percent
